With  profound  regret,  announcement  is  made  of  the  death,  on  June  16,  of  Col. 
William  Freeman  Fox,  a  collaborator  of  the  Forest  Service,  and,  until  June  1,  1909, 
superintendent  of  State  forests,  New  York  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Commission. 
Colonel  Fox  was  born  on  January  11,  1840,  at  Ballston  Spa,  N.  Y.,  and  served  with 
great  credit  through  the  civil  war.  Later  he  traveled  extensively  in  Europe,  study- 
ing forest  conditions  and  the  different  systems  of  forest  management,  and  in  1886 
entered  the  service  of  the  State  of  New  York.  To  Colonel  Fox's  aggressiveness  and 
foresight  is  due  in  large  measure  the  present'forest  policy  of  the  State.  As  a  collabo- 
rator of  the  Forest  Service  he  rendered  important  aid  to  the  Government.  Colonel 
Fox  was  an  associate  member  of  the  Society  of  American  Foresters  and  the  author 
of  a  number  of  books  on  the  forests  of  New  York. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Service  announces  the  death,  on  June  20,  of  Forest  Ranger 
Eugene  B.  Courtney  by  drowning  in  Clarks  Fork  River,  Idaho.

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  for 
Forest  officers,  and  will,  therefore,  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file 
for  reference. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

In  the  Absence  of  a  District  Forester— 
The  Manual  of  Procedure,  page  30,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following 

sentence  to  the  paragraph  under  "Office  of  the  District  Forester:  Duties:"   . 

In  the  absence  of  the  District  Forester  the  Assistant  District  Forester  will  per- 
form the  duties  and  sign  papers  as  Acting  District  Forester:  Provided,  That  in 
case  of  emergency  during  the  absence  of  both  District  Forester  and  Assistant  Dis- 
trict Forester,  the  District  Forester  may  designate  a  Chief  of  Office  who  will  perform 
the  duties  and  sign  papers  as  Acting  District  Forester. 

LAW 

Amendment  of  Manual  of  Procedure:  Law  Report— 

The  Manual  of  Procedure,  page  81,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Law  (monthly).— A  brief  statement  of  new  legal  questions  of  importance  arising 
or  likely  to  arise  in  the  District,  and  a  brief  report  of  progress.  The  report  should 
give  separately  the  total  number  of  cases  in  each  of  the  following  classes: 

Pending  claims  cases  not  yet  acted  upon  by  the  District  Forester;  probable  court 
cases  not  yet  acted  upon  by  the  District  Forester;  claims  cases  pending  before 
local  land  office;  cases  pending  in  the  courts;  cases  decided  by  local  land  officers — 
(a)  for  the  United  States,  (6)  against  the  United  States;  cases  decided  by  the 
courts— (a)  for  the  United  States,  (6)  against  the  United  States. 
Claims:  Final-Proof  Hearings— 

In  a  recent  case  where  the  register  and  receiver  refused  to  allow  a  Forest  Service 
officer  to  cross-examine  witnesses  at  a  final-proof  hearing,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  instructed  the  register  and  receiver  that  a  Forest  Service  officer 
is  a  representative  of  the  Government  and  should  be  permitted  to  interrogate  claim- 
ants and  witnesses  offering  final  proof  on  entries  within  or  near  the  boundaries  of 
National  Forests.  Forest  Service  officers  should  not,  however,  introduce  govern- 
ment witnesses  at  final-proof  hearings.  The  Forest  Service  concurs  with  the  view 
of  the  Department  of.  the  Interior  that  a  claimant  should  be  given  notice  of  any 
charges  made  by  the  Government  against  his  entry  before  adverse  proceedings. 
Where  notice  has  been  received  of  intention  to  submit  final  proof,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  claim  is  not  in  good  faith  or  that  its  erroneous  passage  to  patent  would 
prejudice  National  Forest  interests,  the  report  upon  the  claim  to  the  Chief  of  Field 
Division  should  be  made  as  early  as  possible  before  final-proof  hearing.

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Claims  Reports:  Identification- 
It  is  absolutely  necessary  for  supervisors  to  place,  on  every  claims  report  made  iii 
compliance  with  a  request  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  a  refer- 
ence to  the  Commissioner's  request,  as,  for  example: 

In  response  to  the  Honorable  Commissioner's  (or  Assistant  or  Acting  Commis- 
sioner's) letter  "C-5903,  J.  E.  B.,"  dated  June  18,  1909. 

This  reference  should  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  first  page  of  the  report  and  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  identify  the  report  with  related  papers  in  the  files  of  the  General  Land 
Office.  It  is  equally  necessary  for  supervisors  to  place,  on  claims  reports  made  after 
the  receipt  of  notice  to  submit  final  proof,  a  reference  to  such  notice  and  the  date  set 
for  final  proof.  This  reference  should  also  be  made  at  the  top  of  the  first  page  of  the 
report.  In  all  claims  reports  a  complete  correct  description  of  thelandmust  be  given, 
together  with  the  entry  number,  including  the  serial  number  of  the  local  land  office, 
when  that  is  known. 
No  Report  on  Claims  Made  in  Good  Faith— 

In  compliance  with  a  recent  request  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  no  report  will  be  prepared  or  submitted  to  the  chiefs  of  field  divisions  on  claims 
where  notices  are  received  of  intention  to  submit  final  proof  and  the  Forest  officers 
find  that  the  claims  are  in  good  faith  and  that  their  passage  to  patent  will  not  preju- 
dice National  Forest  interests.  In  such  cases  the  duplicate  notices  of  intention  to 
submit  final  proof  will  be  returned  to  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  with  the  indorse- 
ment, "Patent  will  not  prejudice  National  Forest  interests."  This  instruction  does 
not  affect  any  cases  outside  the  class  described  in  the  first  sentence  of  this  note. 
Forest  Homesteads :  Second  Entries- 
Attention  is  called  to  the  apparent  error  in  the  second  paragraph  in  the  instructions 
on  page  42  of  The  Use  Book.  The  paragraph  as  worded  implies  that,  if  a  homestead 
entry  were  made  prior  to  February  8, 1908,  and  relinquished  at  any  time  subsequent 
to  that  date,  the  entryman  would  be  entitled  to  a  second  entry.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act,  however,  it  is  necessary  that  the  entry  must  have  been  lost,  forfeited, 
or  abandoned  prior  to  February  8,  1908.  There  is  at  present  no  provision  of  law  by 
which  a  person  who  has  abandoned  or  relinquished  his  claim  since  February  8, 
1908,  is  authorized  to  make  a  second  entry. 

OPERATION 

Care  in  Ordering  Forest  Officers'  Uniforms- 
It  has  been  reported  to  the  Forester  that  persons  not  connected  with  the  Service 
are  wearing  uniforms  identical  with  that  adopted  for  the  use  of  Forest  officers.    Sec- 
tion 5  of  the  contract  with  the  manu  facturers  provides  that  Forest  officers  shall  give 
their  orders  for  such  uniforms  through  the  supervisors  under  whom  they  are  serving. 
Orders  upon  the  manufacturers  must  be  written  upon  letter  paper  of  the  Forest 
Service  and  certified  by  the  supervisor  over  his  official  title.    Very  great  care  must 
be  taken  by  supervisors  and  all  Forest  officers  to  guard  against  such  orders  upon  the 
manufacturers  falling  in  the  hands  of  unauthorized  persons. 
Unnecessary  Explanations  Written  on  Vouchers- 
Special  attention  is  called  to  the  unnecessary  explanations  that  are  noted  on  reim- 
bursement accounts  and  sub  vouchers.    .Members  are  requested  to  state  accounts 
and  subvouchers  showing  only  the  actual  transaction.    The  items  should  be  brief 
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and  definite  and  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations.     Whenever  the 
expenditures  are  of  an  unusual  character,  or  for  any  reason  an  explanation  is  neces- 
sary, a  signed  memorandum  should  accompany  the  voucher. 
Correction  Ink  for  Forest  Atlas- 
Corrections  may  be  made  upon  Forest  Atlas  Folio  sheets  with  orange  ink,  but 
the  ordinary  orange  ink  will  not  give  the  best  results  in  photographic  work,  nor  can 
it  be  removed  with  the  ink  eradicator.    It  is  more  satisfactory  to  use  an  ink  made 
of  5  parts  of  Pomeroy's  yellow  and  1  part  of  Carter's  crimson  writing  fluid.    This 
will  photograph  well  and  may  be  eradicated  if  changes  become  necessary.    The 
Property  Clerk  will  fill  requisitions  for  this  mixture,  which  will  be  known  as  "Cor- 
rection Ink  for  Forest  Atlas." 
Dating  of  Maps  and  Papers- 
Service  Order  26,  of  February  15,  1909,  regarding  the  dating  of  maps  and  papers, 
applies  not  only  to  those  prepared  in  the  Forest  Service  but  also  to  those  received  by 
the  Service.     Care  must  be  taken  in  all  offices,  particularly  offices  of  supervisors,  that 
maps  and  other  papers  be  separately  stamped  with  the  date  of  receipt,  in  addition  to 
stamping  the  letters  transmitting  them.     In  applications  for  rights  of  way  for  com- 
mercial power  plants  and  other  uses  of  Forest  lands  and  resources  the  question  of 
priority  often  hinges  on  the  time  of  receipt,  and  serious  embarrassment  in  establishing 
priority  rights  is  caused  by  the  lack  of  this  information. 

SILVICULTURE 

Timber  Trespass:  Proposition  to  Settle- 
On  the  proposition  of  settlement,  Form  653  (revised  Dec.,  1908),  it  is  deemed  advis- 
able, in  order  to  avoid  confusion,  for  the  supervisor,  when  furnishing  the  proponent 
with  this  form,  to  fill  out  the  amount  of  timber  cut  in  trespass  and  its  value  in  its 
several  conditions,  leaving  blank  on  the  first  page  all  of  the  space  below  the  words: 
"Legal  conclusions  must  be  avoided."    In  this  space  the  proponent  should  give,  in 
his  own  language,  his  own  statement  of  the  main  facts  concerning  the  trespass. 
Seed  Production  Report  on  Form  977 — 

The  reports  on  seed  crops  of  forest  trees,  Form  977,  are  due  at  the  Office  of  the 
District  Forester  July  20.  These  reports  should  be  prepared  carefully  for  each  For- 
est and  submitted  promptly  in  order  that  the  most  convenient  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  cheap  seed  collecting.  In  many  instances  last  season  these  reports  were 
not  made  by  technical  men  assigned  to  the  Forest,  but  almost  entirely  by  rangers. 
Supervisors  should  have  all  Forest  officers,  especially  technical  men,  report  on  such 
portions  of  the  Forest  as  they  have  had  occasion  to  examine.  In  the  space  for  remarks 
there  should  be  noted  the  abundance  or  scarcity  of  trees  of  the  species  enumerated. 
District  Foresters  desiring  seed  from  other  districts  should  inform  the  District  For- 
ester concerned  not  later  than  the  date  named  above. 

GRAZING 

Record  of  Grazing  Permits— 

A  card  record  of  each  approved  application  for  grazing  during  a  period  within  any 
one  grazing  year  will  be  made  on  Form  621.  The  card  will  be  filed  alphabetically 
and  used  as  an  index  to  the  regular  files.  When  payment  of  the  grazing  fee  is  made, 
the  date  of  the  notification  of  receipt  and  the  amount  paid  will  be  entered  on  the 
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card.  Permits  will  not  be  issued  for  a  number  of  stock  in  excess  of  that  upon  which 
the  fees  have  been  paid.  When  the  permit  is  issued,  its  date  will  be  entered  upon 
the  card.  When  a  refund  is  made,  the  date  of  the  voucher  and  the  amount  refunded 
will  be  noted  on  the  card.  Upon  receipt  of  notice  that  the  applicant  does  not  intend 
to  pay  the  fees  or  aocept  the  permit,  or,  when  there  is  reason  for  not  issuing  the  per- 
mit after  the  application  has  been  approved,  the  case  will  be  closed  and  the  card 
marked  "canceled."  The  same  serial  number  will  not  be  used  in  any  other  case. 
At  the  expiration  of  the  current  grazing  year  the  card  records  will  be  transferred  to 
a  closed  file.  When  an  application  is  approved  for  grazing  during  a  term  of  years, 
it  will  be  recorded  on  Form  256,  and  the  card  will  be  transferred  to  the  current  files 
from  year  to  year  until  the  case  is  closed. 
Authority  for  Issuance  of  Use  Permits— 

The  changes  in  routine  made  by  Service  Order  28  do  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
authority  of  Forest  supervisors  regarding  the  issuance  of  special-use  permits.  When 
an  application  is  received  for  a  pasture  of  more  than  320  acres  in  area,  or  for  any  other 
special  use  not  authorized  by  the  regulations,  if  the  circumstances  appear  to  warrant 
such  action,  such  application  should  be  referred  to  the  District  Forester,  with  a  recom. 
mendation  that  its  approval  be  authorized.  Upon  approval,  the  permit  may  be 
issued  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 
Renewal  of  Permits  to  Purchasers  of  Stock — 

In  addition  to  the  instructions  issued  in  the  Field  Program  for  May,  1909,  the  follow- 
ing restriction  in  the  renewal  of  permits  to  purchasers  of  stock  will  be  made: 

No  division  of  grazing  privilege  will  be  allowed  in  the  renewal  of  a  permit  when  the 
number  of  stock  sold  is  equal  to  or  less  than  the  protective  limit.  In  case  the  num- 
ber of  stock  sold  exceeds  the  protective  limit,  a  division  of  the  permit  among  different 
owners  may  be  allowed,  provided  that  not  more  than  one  new  owner  is  allowed 
a  renewal  of  permit  for  less  than  the  protective  limit  number  of  stock. 
Form  for  Waiver  of  Grazing  Privileges— 

A  new  form  (No.  763,  Waiver  of  grazing  privileges)  has  been  prepared  and  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Supply  Depot  at  Ogden  on  requisition.    This  form  is  intended  for 
use  as  a  waiver  of  grazing  privileges  when  stock  is  sold  by  a  permittee  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  purchaser  will  apply  for  a  permit  on  them  the  following  year. 
Time  for  Notifying  a  Trespasser- 
Supervisors  are  requested  to  handle  grazing-trespass  cases  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  in  the  December  Field  Program  and  in  the  Circular  of  Instructions 
Regarding  Grazing  Trespass,  dated  May  15, 1909.    Many  cases  are  coming  in  in  which 
the  supervisor  has  fixed  the  amount  of  damages  assessed  and  notified  the  trespasser 
before  the  case  has  been  reviewed  by  the  District  Forester. 
General  Rule  for  the  Survey  of  Pastures — 

It  is  not  necessary  that  pastures  be  surveyed  as  accurately  as  administrative  sites 
or  Forest  homesteads  are;  but  in  order  to  inspect  this  class  of  special  uses  properly, 
which  is  required  by  Service  Order  No.  28,  a  fairly  accurate  description  is  necessary  • 
Wherever  possible,  this  description  should  be  by  legal  subdivisions,  but  if  this  is 
not  practicable,  a  description  by  courses  and  approximate  distances,  sufficiently 
accurate  to  determine  the  acreage  and  location,  should  be  given  in  the  permit.  It 
will  not  be  necessary,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  to  chain  the  boundaries,  since,  for  all 
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practical  purposes,  the  distances  may  be  determined  by  pacing.  In  any  case  the 
compass  bearing  of  each  line  of  the  boundary  should  be  determined  and  a  stake  or 
other  monument  should  be  set  at  each  corner  and  marked  so  that  the  area  inclosed 
by  the  permittee  may  be  checked  at  any  time.  If  a  stake  is  used  it  should  be  firmly 
driven  in  the  ground  and  marked  with  the  marking  hatchet.  When  the  survey  is 
completed  it  may  be  tied  to  a  section  corner,  if  one  is  convenient,  or  to  a  prominent 
topographical  feature,  such  as  the  forks  of  a  stream  or  the  apex  of  a  hill.

FREIGHT  AND  EXPRESS  CHARGES. 

(Supplements  sec.  145  of  the  Green  Book  as  revised  in  Service  Order  No.  27.) 

Beginning  July  1, 1909fcfreight  and  express  will  be  charged  against  individual  letters 
of  authorization  to  Supervisors,  Chiefs  of  Maintenance,  the  Property  Clerk,  the  Pur- 
chasing Agent,  and  other  members  of  the  Service,  instead  of  against  a  special  allotment 
for  freight  and  express,  as  heretofore. 

Freight  shipments  should  always  be  made  upon  a  Department  bill  of  lading.  The 
charge  must  be  ascertained  when  the  shipment  is  forwarded,  and  entered  upon  the 
memorandum  bill  of  lading  (Form  M).  The  charge  will  then  be  recorded  in  precisely 
the  same  manner  as  the  coupon  of  a  transportation  request.  Form  M  will  be  sent 
immediately  to  the  District  Fiscal  Agent,  who  will  enter  it  upon  Form  17  (Treasury 
settlement  sheet),  and  forward  the  Form  M  to  the  Forester.  (This  waives  instruc- 
tions in  Paragraph  5  on  the  back  of  the  bill  of  lading,  Form  L.)  The  District  Fiscal 
Agent  will  be  notified  through  the  Forester  of  the  amount  actually  paid  by  the  Treas- 
ury. If  the  amount  paid  differs  from  the  amount  entered  upon  Form  M,  the  District 
Fiscal  Agent,  after  making  the  proper  entries,  will  notify  the  member  concerned,  who 
in  turn  will  make  the  necessary  correction  upon  his  records. 

The  charges  for  express  shipments  will  be  paid  when  practicable  by  the  member 
concerned,and  included  in  his  reimbursement  account  for  the  month,  supported  by  the 
regular  receipt  from  the  company  showing  rate,  weight,  starting  point,  and  destina- 
tion. When  the  amount  is  $5  or  more,  the  shipment  will  be  made  on  Department  bill 
of  lading  under  the  procedure  outlined  for  shipments  by  freight. 

When  shipment  by  freight  or  express  is  on  account  of  permanent  improvement  or 
cooperative  work,  the  charge  should  be  paid  from  these  appropriations.

LAW 
Claims,  Reports — 

The  instructions  in  the  second  Service  Note  on  page  26,  July  Field  Program,  are 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "prepared  or"  in  the  second  line,  since 
reports  should  be  prepared  on  all  claims  examined  and  copies  should  be  kept  in  the 
supervisors'  files  even  when  they  need  not  be  submitted  to  the  chief  of  field  division 
or  District  Forester.  Said  instructions  are  also  hereby  extended  to  apply  to  claims 
where  requests  for  reports  are  received  from  the  Land  Department  after  final  proof 
has  been  submitted.  In  such  cases,  also,  no  report  will  be  made  to  the  Land  Depart- 
ment when  the  Forest  officers  find  that  the  claims  are  in  good  faith  and  that  their 
passage  to  patent  will  not  interfere  with  National  Forest  interests,  but  the  requests  for 
reports  will  be  returned  to  the  chief  of  field  division  with  the  indorsement,  "Patent 
will  not  prejudice  National  Forest  interests." 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  has  informed  the  Forester  that  Forest 
Service  officers  continue  to  submit  reports  which  do  not  show  adverse  facts  hi  cases 
where  no  notice  of  final  proof  or  request  for  report  has  been  issued  by  the  Land  Depart- 
ment. This  should  be  discontinued  at  once,  since  it  is  contrary  to  the  instructions 
issued  by  the  Forester  in  March  requiring  that  no  claims  reports  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Land  Department  except  upon  request  of  that  Department,  or  when  claims 
actively  interfere  with  National  Forest  interests  or  management.  Accordingly, 
under  all  the  existing  instructions,  no  claims  reports  will  be  submitted  to  the  Land 
Department,  except  reports  showing  adverse  facts. 

Fire  Trespasses— 

The  defendants  in  the  following  cases  pleaded  guilty  of  willfully  setting  fires  upon 
the  National  Forests:  Umatilla  National  Forest— Tolle  A.  Spray,  sentenced  to  one 
year's  imprisonment;  Siskiyou  National  Forest— Charles  Page,  sentenced  to  pay  fine 
of  $50. 

Criminal  proceedings  were  recommended  to  the  Department  of  Justice  against 
John  Sullivan  and  J.  R.  Rollins,  both  cases  of  fire  trespass  upon  the  Ozark  National 
Forest. 
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Saloon  Trespass— Proceedings  Recommended— 

Criminal  proceedings  were  recommended  against  J.  Rebello  and  J.  Vermotti, 
saloon  trespassers  upon  the  Prescott  National  Forest. 

Timber  Trespass— Indictment  Returned— 

The  May  session  of  the  Federal  grand  jury,  convened  at  Batesville,  Ark.,  returned 
an  indictment  against  John  W.  Bunch,  timber  trespasser  upon  the  Ozark  National 
Forest. 

Ejectment  of  Squatter— Suit  Recommended— 

Suit  in  ejectment  was  recommended  to  the  Department  of  Justice  against  Clemente 
Mestas,  squatter  upon  land  withdrawn  for  a  ranger  station  in  the  Pecos  National 
Forest. 

OPERATION 

Administrative  Unit  Changes—- 
On July  1  all  of  the  Beaverhead  National  Forest  in  T.  13  N.,  R.  34  E.,  Boise  Merid- 
ian, was  transferred  from  District  1  to  District  4  and  put  under  the  administration  of 
the  supervisor  of  the  Targhee  National  Forest.  On  the  same  date  all  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  Beaverhead  in  Idaho  lying  south  of  T.  14  N.  was  also  transferred  from 
District  1  to  District  4  and  put  under  the  administration  of  the  supervisor  of  the 
Lemhi  National  Forest. 

On  July  1  the  western  division  of  the  Manzano  National  Forest  (formerly  Mount 
Taylor  National  Forest)  was  transferred  to  the  administration  of  the  supervisor  of  the 
Zuni  National  Forest. 

On  July  1  that  portion  of  the  Weiser  National  Forest  lying  east  of  the  divide  between 
the  Weiser  and  Payette  watersheds  was  transferred  to  the  administration  of  Hie 
supervisor  of  the  Payette  National  Forest. 

On  July  1  the  following  changes  were  made  in  the  administrative  boundary  between 
the  Ashley  and  Uinta  National  Forests:  North  of  the  Uinta  Range  the  boundary  was 
changed  from  Cottonwood  Creek  to  the  divide  between  Cottonwood  Creek  watershed 
and  Henrys  Fork  watershed.  South  of  the  Uinta  Range  the  boundary  was  changed 
from  Lake  Fork  Creek  to  the  divide  between  Lake  Fork  watershed  and  Rock  Creek 
watershed. 

On  July  1  the  San  Luis  National  Forest  was  put  under  the  administration  of  the 
supervisor  of  the  Santa  Barbara  National  Forest. 

Oregon  Caves  National  Monument— 

On  July  10  the  President  signed  a  proclamation  creating  the  Oregon  Caves  National 
Monument,  including  the  "Oregon  Caves"  located  within  the  Siskiyou  National 
Forest  in  Oregon.  The  area  of  the  National  Monument  is  approximately  480  acres. 
The  caves  are  located  on  the  slope  of  a  mountain  known  as  Cave  Mountain,  which  is 
of  limestone  formation.  They  consist  of  a  series  of  galleries,  with  thousands  of  pas- 
sageways leading  in  all  directions.  The  formations  of  the  lime  deposits  caused  by 
dripping  are  among  the  finest  known,  and  the  extent  of  the  caves  is  not  yet  ascer- 
tained. 
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Reimbursement  Accounts — 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  note  in  the  Field  Program  for  May,  1908,  page  17, 
instructing  Forest  officers  that  expenses  incurred  by  one  member  of  the  Forest  Serv- 
ice must  not  be  included  in  a  reimbursement  account  of  another  member.  The 
Auditor  for  the  State  and  Other  Departments  has  taken  a  very  decided  stand  against 
this  practice,  holding  that  such  method  constitutes  the  member  submitting  the 
account  a  disbursing  officer  without  proper  authority. 

Outstanding  Accounts — 

All  members  of  the  Service  are  requested  to  see  that  outstanding  accounts  chargea- 
ble against  the  fiscal  year  1909  are  submitted  to  the  District  Fiscal  Agent  for  settle- 
ment at  the  earliest  practicable  date.  The  records  from  which  the  1909  congressional 
reports  are  made  up  will  be  closed  August  31  this  year,  one  month  earlier  than  usual, 
and  it  is  desired  that  all  accounts  be  paid  so  far  as  possible  by  that  time. 

Requisitions  for  Supplies- 
Attention  is  again  called  to  the  requirement  in  Service  Order  No.  17,  May  21,  1908, 
that  standard  supplies  be  secured  by  requisition  from  the  Ogden  Supply  Depot. 
Local  purchases  of  such  supplies,  except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency,  will  be  dis- 
approved and  the  purchaser  be  held  personally  liable. 

Nonexpendable  Property — Receipts  and  Reports — 

The  last  paragraph  of  section  147,  page  265,  of  the  May  Field  Program  is  not  being 
followed  with  sufficient  care.  Strict  observance  of  it  is  necessary  for  the  accurate  and 
economical  keeping  of  the  Property  Auditor's  records. 

SILVICULTURE 

Supervisors'  Advertised  Sales— Delegation  of  Authority— 

The  authority  to  make  supervisors'  advertised  sales  is  a  personal  matter  between 
the  supervisor  and  the  District  office,  and  may  not  be  delegated  by  the  supervisor  to 
the  acting  supervisor  or  to  any  other  officer  on  the  Forest  without  the  consent  of  the 
District  Forester.  Neither  can  the  supervisor  delegate  the  authority  to  sign  notices 
of  sales  and  to  approve  applications  for  advance  cutting,  for  extension  of  time  or  for 
modification  of  agreement  in  supervisors'  advertised  sales. 

GRAZING 

Numbering  of  Applications  and  Permits — 

The  serial  number  given  an  approved  application  for  a  grazing  permit  is  principally 
for  the  purpose  of  identification  in  future  correspondence  or  business  relating  to  the 
case.  Therefore,  the  same  serial  number  should  not  be  given  to  any  two  different 
applicants,  and  when  an  application  or  permit  is  canceled,  either  on  account  of  the 
stock  having  been  sold  or  for  any  other  cause,  the  same  serial  number  should  not  be 
used  again.

RECORD  AND  REPORT  OF  RECEIPTS  AND  REFUNDS 

The  procedure  relating  to  record  and  report  of  receipts  and  refunds  outlined  in  the 
Manual  on  pages  58,  59,  and  82  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Record  of  Receipts- 
Beginning  July  1,  1909,  the  triplicates  of  the  Notification  of  Receipt  (Form  26)  will 
not  be  filed  alphabetically  as  an  index  to  receipts,  but  will  be  filed  by  classes  and 
Forests  and  substituted  for  the  Record  of  Current  Receipts  (Form  27).  Daily,  before 
filing,  these  triplicates  will  be  totaled  and  proved  by  comparison  with  the  Abstract 
of  Receipts  and  a  memorandum  will  be  made  on  the  carbon  of  the  latter  showing,  by 
classes,  the  total  receipts  for  the  day. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  the  triplicates  will  be  totaled  by  Forests  and  classes  and 
the  amounts  entered  on  Forest  receipt  cards  (Form  28).  The  totals  will  then  be 
proved  by  comparison  with  the  totals  by  corresponding  classes  as  entered  on  the 
carbon  of  the  Abstract  of  Receipts. 

Refunds— 

At  the  end  of  the  month  the  refund  vouchers  paid  will  be  assembled  by  Forests 
and  classes,  and  the  amounts  refunded  entered  as  hitherto  on  the  appropriate  Forest 
receipt  and  summary  cards  (Form  28).  The  totals  will  be  proved  by  comparison 
with  the  total  shown  on  the  Abstract  of  Disbursements. 

Monthly  Report. 

A  report  of  receipts  will  be  compiled  in  duplicate  at  the  end  of  each  month  showing 
the  total  gross  receipts  by  classes  and  the  total  gross  receipts  for  the  District,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  District  Forester  not  later  than  the  fifth  of  the  succeeding  month.  The 
District  Forester  will  immediately  forward  one  copy  to  the  Forester. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  a  final  report  will  be  submitted  on  Atlas  sheets  which 
will  show  gross  receipts,  refunds,  and  net  receipts  by  classes,  by  Forests,  and  for  the

Forest  officers,  in  making  their  examinations  and  reports  upon  applications  for 
railroad  rights  of  way  along  streams,  should  always  consider,  as  far  as  possible,  neces- 
sary and  feasible  water-power  developments  along  the  streams,  in  order  that  proper 
conditions  may  be  placed  in  stipulations  to  be  filed  by  the  railroad  applicants,  which 
will  make  it  possible  for  the  stream  banks,  especially  in  canyons,  to  be  used  and  occu- 
pied for  power  development.  In  some  cases  it  may  be  advisable  to  require  the  rail- 
road applicants  to  so  modify  their  maps  as  to  locate  the  railroad  at  an  elevation  which 
will  allow  for  water  storage  and  other  uses  of  the  lands  for  power  purposes. 

Suit  to  Recover  for  Timber  Cut — 

On  July  10,  the  United  States  Attorney  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Washington 
commenced  suit  against  Thomas  Cannon  and  the  Entiat  Lumber  and  Power  Com- 
pany, George  H.  Gray  and  Sons,  proprietors,  incorporated,  to  recover  $1,169,  value  of 
timber  cut  from  the  Wenatchee  National  Forest. 

Coal  Claims  Held  for  Cancellation— 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  has  held  for  cancellation  eight  coal 
claims  within  the  Siskiyou  National  Forest,  on  the  ground  that  the  claims  did  not 
contain  workable  coal.  Selected  specimens  of  the  coal  contained  as  low  as  8  per  cent 
ash,  while  the  average  ran  from  25  to  40  per  cent  ash.  The  claims  contained  90,922,740 
feet  of  timber. 

OPERATION 

Location  of  Trail  Grades- 
Inspection  of  trail  work  done  on  the  National  Forests  discloses  a  decided  lack  of 
proper  care  in  locating  the  trails  and  laying  out  the  grades. 

As  a  rule,  when  a  climb  is  to  be  made,  the  location  of  only  one  end  of  the  grade  is 
absolutely  fixed.  For  example,  when  a  ridge  ends  in  a  suitable  point  and  it  is  de- 
sired to  build  a  trail  from  the  bottom  of  the  point  to  the  top  of  the  ridge,  it  is  usually 
of  little  consequence  where  the  landing  is  made  on  top  of  the  ridge;  but  the  grade 
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must  generally  start  from  a  certain  point  at  the  foot  of  the  ridge.  In  such  a  case  the 
survey  should  always  begin  at  the  lower  end. 

In  the  case  of  a  trail  from  a  creek  to  a  saddle  on  the  summit  of  a  ridge,  the  conditions 
are  reversed,  and  the  survey  should  always  begin  at  the  summit. 

Where  trails  are  to  be  built  up  ridges,  it  is  always  preferable,  if  conditions  permit, 
to  build  up  the  side  of  the  ridge  rather  than  to  make  short  switch-backs  up  the  end 
of  the  point. 

Some  kind  of  a  level  should  always  be  used  in  laying  out  trails;  no  variations  from 
an  even  grade  should  be  permitted,  except  to  avoid  impassable  country  or  excessive 
cost  of  construction.  If  no  Brunton  compass  or  clinometer  is  available,  a  hand  level 
should  be  obtained.  Fifteen  per  cent  is  an  ideal  grade  for  mountain  country;  twenty 
per  cent  is  too  high,  and  ten  per  cent  is  too  low  for  a  steady  climb  where  the  maximum 
rise  is  to  be  obtained  with  a  minimum  distance  and  minimum  wear  on  horses. 

Two  Forests  Under  One  Charge — 

The  Coronado  and  Garces  National  Forests  in  south  central  Arizona  will  be  com- 
bined under  one  administration,  with  headquarters  at  Tucson,  on  September  1. 
The  two  Forests  will  retain  their  present  names,  and  Supervisor  Robert  J.  Selkirk, 
of  the  Coronado,  will  be  in  charge  of  both. 

Preparation  of  Subvouchers— 

The  name  of  the  individual,  firm,  or  corporation  from  which  the  supplies  or  services 
are  obtained  should  be  entered  at  the  top  of  the  form.  The  name  of  the  member 
concerned  should  appear  in  the  receipt  only  at  the  bottom  of  the  form. 

Freight  Charges- 
Complaint  has  been  made  that  hi  some  cases  it  is  impossible  to  secure  the  charges 
for  freight  shipments  in  advance  from  the  shipping  company's  agent,  as  required  by 
Service  Order  30.  When  this  difficulty  arises,  both  the  memorandum  bill  and 
the  original  should  be  sent  to  the  consignee,  with  the  request  that  he  secure  the  charges 
from  the  last  carrier's  agent  and  either  return  the  memorandum  bill  to  the  consignor 
or  forward  to  the  District  Fiscal  Agent,  whichever  may  be  necessary  in  the  particular 
case. 

Correct  Use  of  Signatures- 
Many  Forest  officers  erroneously  construe  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Field 
Program  for  May,  1908,  regarding  the  signing  of  property,  to  apply  as  well  to  ordinary 
correspondence.  Letters  are  often  received  by  District  Foresters  from  supervisors' 
offices  signed  by  members  other  than  the  supervisor  as  "per"  or  "for  the  supervisor." 
When  the  supervisor  is  absent  from  his  office  all  letters  signed  by  the  officer  in  charge 
should  be  as  "Acting  Forest  Supervisor." 

How  to  Post  Forest  Boundary  Notices- 
Recent  field  examinations  have  developed  the  fact  that  on  a  number  of  Forests  the 
boundary  notices  have  been  placed  along  the  line  so  as  to  face  inward  toward  the 
Forest.  The  rangers  who  posted  them  probably  believed  that  the  notices  should 
f  ace  the  property  designated.  The  value  of  a  notice  so  placed  is  lost  to  those  entering 
the  Forest.  Care  should  be  taken  to  place  boundary  notices  so  that  they  will  face 
away  from  the  Forest. 
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SILVICULTURE 

Silvics:  Mensuration— 

In  each  District  Office,  under  Silvics,  there  should  be  a  file  of  all  completed  volume , 
height,  growth,  form,  and  yield  forest  tables  of  western  species.  Copies  of  tables 
made  either  in  the  District  Office  or  in  a  National  Forest  Office  of  one  District  should 
be  sent  by  the  District  Forester  to  each  other  District  and  to  the  Forester.  Tables 
intended  for  a  report  should  be  treated  in  the  same  way,  since  the  Mensuration  Table 
file  should  contain  all  forest  tables  of  value. 

The  Use  of  Form  949— 

The  attention  of  supervisors  is  called  to  the  use  of  Form  949  in  reporting  the  timber 
sold  and  cut  for  each  month  on  their  respective  Forests.  These  forms  should  inva- 
riably be  used  in  making  this  report.  Any  forms  prepared  in  supervisors'  or  District 
Offices  for  temporary  use  should  be  destroyed.  Supervisors  not  having  a  supply 
can  get  the  forms  upon  requisition  of  the  Supply  Depot,  Ogden,  Utah. 

Report  of  Timber  Settlements- 
Supervisors  should  include,  in  their  monthly  reports  of  timber  cut  and  sold,  the 
amount  of  timber  cut  and  sold  under  timber  settlements  during  the  month,  in  the 
same  manner  as  for  timber  sales.    Timber  cut  in  trespass  should  not  be  included 
in  the  monthly  reports.

SERVICE  ORDER  36 

PROCEDURE  IN  FREE  USE 

AUGUST  31,  1909. 

Hereafter  no  record  of  individual  free-use  cases  except  those  involving  the  approval 
of  the  District  Forester  will  be  kept  in  supervisors'  offices.  Rangers  will  retain  the 
duplicate  copy  of  each  permit  (Form  874-8),  which  will  be  filed  alphabetically  by 
name  of  permittee  in  a  promise-card  box.  When  a  case  is  closed  the  date  of  closing 
and  the  amount  and  value  of  material  secured  will  be  entered  on  the  back  of  the 
permit.  The  use  of  Form  874-14  will  be  discontinued. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  or  at  other  times,  if  required  by  the  supervisor,  each 
ranger  will  submit  a  report  giving  the  number  of  permits  issued  and  the  amount 
and  value  of  material  involved,  together  with  the  amount  and  value  of  the  material 
actually  taken  by  the  permittees. 

Cases  requiring  the  approval  of  the  District  Forester  should  be  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  timber-sale  cases  involving  similar  amounts,  except  that  the  amount 
of  timber  cut  should  not  be  included  in  the  monthly  statement  sent  to  the  District 
Forester  by  the  supervisor,  but  the  total  should  be  reported  by  the  ranger  at  the 
end  of  the  year  in  his  annual  report. 

Supervisors  should  inspect  the  conduct  of  free-use  business,  both  field  and  office, 
:ts  often  as  possible  to  see  that  the  cases  are  closed  promptly  on  expiration,  and  that 
the  free-use  policy  for  the  Forest  is  being  carried  out.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a 
permit  to  be  issued  from  the  supervisor's  office  for  the  convenience  of  users,  the 
duplicate  should  be  sent  at  once  to  the  ranger  concerned,  but,  so  far  as  possible, 
free-use  permits  should  be  issued  only  by  rangers.

LAW 

Action  against  the  Northern  Pacific — 

Action  against  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  was  requested  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  for  the  recovery  of  damages  amounting  to  15,299.50  for  the  destruction 
of  2,540,950  feet  of  timber  on  the  Snoqualmie  National  Forest  by  fire  caused  by  sparks 
from  an  engine  of  the  railway  company. 
Commercial  Power  Plants:  Amendment  of  Use  Book— 

'The  Use  Book  is  hereby  amended  by  crossing  out  the  first  sentence  under  the 
title  "  Power  Plants,"  on  page  65,  and  inserting,  instead,  the  following: 

The  term  "commercial  power  plants"  as  used  in  these  regulations  and  instruc- 
tions includes  all  hydro-electric  power  plants  ex  cept  those  used  solely  by  the  per- 
mittees themselves  for  municipal  or  mining  purposes. 

OPERATION 

Numbering  Freight  Bills  of  Lading- 
Freight  bills  of  lading,  in  the  future,  will  be  numbered  consecutively  before  issue 
by  the  Property  Clerk,  using  one  set  of  serial  numbers  for  the  whole  Forest  Service. 
This  will  do  away  with  the  necessity  for  the  serial  number  and  key  initial  provided 
for  on  page  289  of  the  June  Field  Program.    The  Property  Clerk  at  Ogden  will  furnish 
these  numbered  forms  to  all  members  of  the  Service,  who  use  bills  of  lading,  upon 
receipt  of  which  the  numbered  forms  on  hand  should  be  returned  to  him.    If  a  supply 
is  not  received  within  a  reasonable  time  requisition  should  be  made. 
Monthly  Service  Report— 

The  att^nt'on  of  Forest  officers  is  called  to  the  revised  Form  347,  "Monthly  Service 
Report,"  referred  to  in  Service  Order  3f.  An  initial  supply  has  been  sent  to  each 
Supervisor.  The  Supervisor  will  secure  on  this  form  the  monthly  distribution  of 
the  services  of  every  member  of  the  Forest  force  whose  salary  is  charged  against  the 
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salary  allotment,  and  the  annual  report  of  distribution  of  services  compiled  from  the 
monthly  reports  will  give  the  basis  of  ascertaining  in  the  Washington  office,  in 
accordance  with  the  classification  given  in  the  form,  the  distribution  of  the  total 
amount  disbursed  in  salaries.  The  services  of  the  Supervisor,  Deputy  Supervisor, 
and  clerks  should  be  accounted  for  under  "Miscellaneous  Executive  Duties."  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  detailed  classification  is  restricted  to  actual  work  and  that 
time  in  which  no  work  is  performed  will  be  given  only  in  the  summary.  The  last 
line  in  the  summary,  "Sundays  and  holidays,  no  work  performed,"  will  be  used  to 
account  for  all  days  upon  which,  because  of  weather  or  other  conditions,  neither 
field  nor  office  work  is  done.  Men  engaged  upon  improvement  or  other  work  which 
occupies  their  full  time,  however,  will  charge  days  upon  which  no  work  can  be  done 
to  the  particular  project  or  line  of  work.  The  classes  of  work  have  been  made  fewer 
and  more  comprehensive,  and  the  changes  will  not  prevent  the  Supervisor  from 
regrouping  the  classes  given  in  reports  already  made  on  the  old  form  for  the  first 
three  months  of  the  fiscal  year  in  compiling  his  annual  report  of  distribution 
of  service. 

SILVICULTURE 

Cooperation  in  Insect  Control  Work— 

The  Bureau  of  Entomology  will,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  place  a  district  field  agent 
of  its  Branch  of  Forest  Insect  Investigations  in  each  of  the  National  Forest  Districts. 
The  names  and  addresses  of  these  agents  will  appear  in  the  Field  Program  each 
month.  Hereafter  information  of  bodies  of  unhealthy  or  dying  timber  or  of  any 
timber  showing  evidence  of  infestation  should  be  sent  directly  to  the  proper  district 
field  agent,  accompanied  by  notes  on  accessibility,  and,  when  possible,  by  specimens. 
These  reports  will  be  investigated,  so  far  as  possible,  by  the  district  field  agent,  the 
danger  to  National  Forest  timber  determined,  and  recommendations,  prepared  by  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology,  sent  to  the  District  Forester.  The  application  of  these  recom- 
mendations to  the  infested  area  will  be  carried  out  under  the  orders  of  the  District 
Forester;  but  every  advantage  should  be  taken  of  the  opportunity  to  secure  sugges- 
tions from  the  district  field  agent  for  the  best  methods  of  carrying  out  the  essential 
details.  He  should  always  be  notified  what  work  is  planned  and  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  present  at  the  time  it  is  done,  if  it  be  possible  for  him  to  do  so.  The 
district  field  agent  should  also  be  supplied  with  reports  of  the  result  of  any  work  done 
in  combating  insect  infestation  on  National  Forests  within  the  district.  For  the  pres- 
ent, district  field  agents  will  be  placed  in  Districts  1  and  2  only.  The  foregoing  pro- 
cedure will  be  put  in  effect  in  other  districts  on  notification  of  the  assignment  of 
agents.

The  keeping  of  this  diary,  which  is  enjoined  upon  Supervisors,  Rangers,  and 
Guards  (Use  Book,  pp.  184-185,  180-187),  will  be  continued  and  extended  to  include 
all  men  employed  upon  National  Forests  except  clerks  and  laborers.  The  diaries  of 
the  Supervisors  and  Deputy  Supervisors  will  be  examined  aad  initialed  by  executive 
officers  who  visit  the  Forest.  The  diaries  of  all  other  members  of  the  Forest  force  will 
be  examined  and  initialed  by  the  Supervisor  or  Deputy  Supervisor.  All  diaries  of 
Forest  officers  will  constitute  a  part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  Forest,  and  when 
a  Forest  officer  leaves  the  Service  his  diary  will  be  turned  i.i  to  the  Supervisor. 

Circular  letter  OO  of  October  2,  1908,  requiring  the  Supervisor  to  keep  a  summary 
of  his  detailed  diary  on  Forms  874-2  and  874-3,  is  hereby  revoked.  Hereafter  the 
monthly  service  report  on  these  forms,  which  has  hitherto  been  sent  to  the  Super- 
visor on  the  first  of  the  month  (Use  Book,  p.  185),  will  be  dis 301  timed  except  upon 
Forests  where  its  continuance  is  specifically  ordered  by  the  District  Forester.

for  the  same  day  and  also  by  the  original  letters  of  transmittal  (Form  861).  The 
abstracts  of  receipts  will  bear  the  numbers  of  the  corresponding  certificates  of  de- 
posits, and  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  the  totals  will  be  summarized  on  sheets  of 
the  same  form. 

"  The  District  Fiscal  Agent  will  check  the  original  letter  of  transmittal  (Form  8ft  1) 
against  the  abstract  of  receipts,  he  receipts  of  the  amount  remitted  will  be  acknowledged 
by  the  District  Fiscal  Agent  on  the  letter  by  rubber  stamp,  and  the  letter  of  transmittal 
sent  to  the  Supervisor  concerned.  The  Supervisor  will  immediately  mai:e  the  necessary 
entries  on  his  records  and  xeni  the  receipted  letter  of  transmittal  to  the  remitter. 

"  The  Supervisor  will  at  the  same  time  inform  the  Ranger  concerned  that  payment  has 
been  received.  Etcept  in  remittances  for  grazing  fees,  when  the  Ranger'*  duplicate  permit 
will  be  sufficient  notice,  this  information  will  be  given  the  Ranger  by  sending  him,  with  an 
appropriate  notation,  the  duplicate  letter  of  transmittal  held  by  the  Supervisor." 

The  two  paragraphs  headed  "  Record  of  Receipts"  in  Service  Order  33  are  hereby 
revoked  and  Form  27  restored  to  use.  The  paragraph  headed  "Analysis  of  Receipts" 
(Manual  of  Procedure,  p.  58)  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:

SERVICE  NOTES  FOR  NOVEMBER 

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  for 
Forest  officers,  and  will,  therefore,  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file 
for  reference. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

LAW 
Advice— 

On  September  15  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  received  from  the  office  of  the  Attor- 
ney-General an  opinion,  the  substance  of  which  is  as  follows:  Where  certain  unsur- 
veyed  public  lands  are  withdrawn  on  the  application  of  the  governor  under  the  act 
of  August  28,  1904,  with  a  view  to  selecting  specific  tracts  thereof  as  indemnity  lands 
as  soon  as  the  survey  is  made  the  inclusion  of  the  lands  in  a  National  Forest  before 
survey  defeats  the  State's  preferential  right  of  selection,  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  secured  by  the  governor's  application. 

On  September  30,  in  a  letter  to  Attorney-General  Galen,  cf  Montana,  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  rendered  an  opinion,  the  substance  of  which  is  a?  follows:  The 
grant  of  sections  10  and  36  to  the  State  of  Montana  for  public-school  purposes,  while 
a  grant  in  prxsenti,  does  not  attach  to  any  particular  tract  of  land  until  such  land  is 
surveyed  and,  if,  prior  to  such  survey— that  !s,  prior  to  the  date  when  such  survey 
is  officially  approved— Congress  or  a  government  officer  acting  under  authority  of 
Congress  makes  other  disposal  of  that  particular  tract  by  including  it  in  a  Forest 
Reserve,  the  title  of  the  State  thereto  does  not  attach  until  the  reservation  is  extin- 
guished and  the  land  is  restored  to  the  public  domain. 

Indictment  for  Grazing  without  Permit- 
On  October  8  the  Federal  Grand  Jury  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Washington 
returned  an  indictment  against  U.  F.  Diteman  and  Robert  Rennie  for  grazing  sheep 
upon  the  Rainier  National  Forest  without  a  permit. 

OPERATION 

Accounts  Payable  from  More  than  One  Appropriation — 

Where  a  Form  4  or  Form  A  voucher  is  payable  from  more  than  one  appropriation, 
the  appropriation  involved  should  be  indicated  for  each  item  in  the  account.  The 
initials  only  of  the  appropriation  need  be  used,  as  "GE"  for  "Genera!  Expenses," 
"I"  for  "Improvement,"  "C"  for  "Cooperative,"  etc.  The  initial  letters  should  be 
placed  on  the  margin  on  a  line  with  the  amount.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  indi- 
cate each  item,  but  it  will  be  sufficient  to  have  the  notation  made  only  when  the 
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appropriation  changes;  for  Instance,  if  the  first  item  on  the  account  is  designated 
"GE"  and  several  items  following  are  also  payable  from  "General  Expenses,"  the 
letters  may  be  omitted  until  an  item  on  the  account  payable  from  another  appropria- 
tion is  reached,  when  the  proper  letters  should  be  inserted. 

Stamping  Vouchers- 
Supervisors  are  requested  to  exercise  care  in  stamping  vouchers  with  the  "Date 
received"  stamp.    Vouchers  are  frequently  received  stamped  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  obliterate  statements  in  regard  to  the  account  and  the  Auditor  for  the  State  and 
Other  Departments  has  objected  to  such  practice. 

Location  of  Trail  Grades— 

Under  this  heading  the  September  Field  Program  stated  that  15  per  cent  is  an 
ideal  grade  for  trails  in  mountain  country.  Some  Forest  officers  consider  this  grade 
excessive,  except  for  short  distances,  and  feel  that  10  per  cent  should  be  considered 
the  ideal  grade.  Obviously  if  a  grade  of  10  per  cent  can  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable 
cost  this  should  be  done.  The  question  of  whether  a  10  or  a  15  per  cent  grade  will 
be  used  in  any  given  <  ase  will  have  tobeleft  to  the  judgment  of  the  Forest  officer 
building  the  trail. 

Outside  Employment— 

When  a  member  of  the  Service  wishes  to  do  outside  work  written  application  for 
permission  to  do  such  work  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  the 
person  immediately  concerned.  When  the  member  is  connected  with  a  District 
office,  the  application  should  be  initialed  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner  by  the  Dis- 
trict Forester,  and  when  employed  upon  a  National  Forest,  by  both  the  supervisor 
and  the  District  Forester.  It  should  be  forwarded  by  the  District  Forester  to  the 
Forester  for  his  recommendation  to  the  Secretary.  The  applicant  should  in  every 
case  state  the  kind  of  work  contemplated  and  that  it  will  not  hamper  or  interfere 
with  his  work  for  the  Department. 

Disposal  of  Discarded  Service  Badges — 

A  request  that  he  be  allowed  to  purchase  for  private  ownership  a  Service  badge 
has  been  received  from  a  Forest  officer.  For  the  reason  that  the  Service  badge  car- 
ries with  it  certain  authority,  which  should  only  be  exercised  by  members  of  the 
Service  under  appointment  from  the  Secretary,  it  is  felt  that  under  no  circumstances 
should  broken  or  worn-out  badges  be  retained  as  personal  property  by  members  of 
the  Service.  Whenever  badges  are  broken  and  new  ones  required  the  broken  badge 
should  be  returned  to  the  Property  Clerk,  by  whom  it  will  be  either  repaired  or  de- 
stroyed. Every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  see  that  badges  are  not  secured  by 
those  not  authorized  to  wear  them. 

To  Make  Strong  Boxes  Mice-Proof— 

It  is  suggested  to  supervisors  that,  in  place  of  using  tin  or  zinc  for  the  lining  of 
strong  boxes  at  ranger  stations,  they  use  a  half-inch-inesh  galvanized  wire  and  that 
this  be  stapled  or  tacked  on  the  outside  of  the  box.  Experience  has  proven  that 
this  prevents  mice  from  getting  into  the  boxes  and  answers  every  purpose  that 
other  covering  does  and  is  much  lighter  to  pack.  The  first  cost  is  much  less  than 
that  of  any  other  covering. 
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National  Forest  Names— Origin,  Definition,  and  Derivation— 

A  mimeographed  circular  giving  the  names  of  the  National  Forests,  with  their 
origin,  definition,  or  derivation,  has  been  sent  to  Forest  officers.  It  contains  data 
which  has  been  collected  from  time  to  time  during  the  past  three  years.  The  For- 
ester will  be  glad  to  receive  additions  or  corrections. 

SILVICULTURE 

Silvics:  Library— 

As  a  record  of  all  the  books  and  periodicals  purchased  by  members  of  the  Forest 
Service  is  kept  in  the  Service  library,  the  librarian  should  be  notified  at  once  when- 
ever such  purchases  are  to  be  made.  When  a  large  number  of  books  is  to  be  pur. 
chased  at  one  time,  from  funds  other  than  those  set  aside  for  books  for  field  libraries, 
the  amount  necessary  for  their  purchase  should  be  transferred  to  the  field  library 
fund,  and  the  books  ordered  through  the  Service  library.  No  books  will  be  paid  for 
from  this  fund  unless  ordered  through  the  library,  with  the  approval  of  the  library 
committee. 

GRAZING 

Crossing  Permits,  Regulation  66 — 

Crossing  permits  should  not  be  issued  in  cases  where  it  is  clearly  apparent  that 
the  stock,  by  reason  of  its  weak  physical  condition,  can  not  be  driven  across  the 
Forest  without  great  delay  and  trespass  upon  ranges  allotted  to  permittees. 

While  the  crossing  of  live  stock  over  National  Forests  should  be  facilitated  to  the 
fullest  extent  compatible  with  the  proper  protection  of  the  Forests,  crossing 
privileges  should  not  be  granted  in  cases  where  hardship  or  irreparable  damage  to 
permittees  will  result,  or  where  it  is  evident  that  a  trespass  will  follow.  A  violation 
of  the  terms  of  a  crossing  permit  is  a  trespass  and  should  be  reported  as  such. 

Although  the  refusal  of  a  crossing  permit  may  be  warranted  by  the  circumstances, 
the  Forest  officer  handling  the  case  should  take  every  reasonable  precaution  to  pre- 
vent suffering  or  loss  of  stock  and  should  not  expose  the  Service  to  criticism  by  arbi- 
trary or  ill-advised  action. 

PRODUCTS 

Transfer  of  Products  Work- 
On  October  15  the  organization  of  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory  was  established 
at  Madison,  Wis.,  and  the  Office  of  Wood  Utilization  in  the  Fisher  Building,  Chi- 
cago, Til.  The  laboratory  will  be  a  fire-proof  building  to  cost,  approximately,  $50,000, 
and  is  located  near  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railroad,  with  exclusive 
tracks  and  other  railroad  facilities.  The  building  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy on  January  1.  In  the  meanwhile  temporary  offices  will  be  located  at  1610 
Adams  street,  Madison. 

On  October  1  the  Yale  Timber  Testing  Laboratory  was  discontinued  and  the 
Forest  Service  equipment  there  shipped  to  Madison.  The  laboratory  at  Washing- 
ton was  discontinued  at  the  same  time.  The  timber  testing  laboratory  at  Purdue, 
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University,  Lafayette,  Ind.,  will  be  operated  until  the  middle  of  December,  when 
it  will  be  discontinued  and  its  equipment  shipped  to  Madison. 

The  offices  having  general  supervision  over  all  the  work  of  the  Branch  of  Products 
will  remain  temporarily  at  Washington.  The  work  of  the  Laboratory  will  be 
assigned  to  five  offices,  as  follows: 

WOOD  PRESERVATION,  which  will  study  all  problems  related  to  the  impregnation 
of  wood  with  preservatives  and  other  substances. 

WOOD  CHEMISTRY,  which  will  handle  all  work  bearing  on  the  chemical  utilization 
of  forest  products.  Wood  distillation,  paper  pulp  and  other  fiber  products,  chemical 
analyses  of  creosotes,  turpentine,  etc.,  are  the  principal  lines  handled  by  this  office. 

TIMBER  TESTS,  which  will  have  charge  of  all  tests  to  determine  the  strength  and 
other  mechanical  properties  of  different  woods. 

TECHNOLOGY,  which  will  study  the  microscopic  structure  of  wood,  methods  of 
seasoning  and  drying  it,  and  other  problems  of  a  purely  technical  character. 

MAINTENANCE,  which  will  have  charge  of  the  filing  and  computing,  the  purchase  of 
supplies,  and  general  care  of  the  entire  Laboratory. 

The  work  in  the  Laboratory  will  be  of  three  kinds,  as  follows:  (1)  The  investigation 
of  problems  in  experimental  research;  (2)  experimental  work  in  cooperation  with  com- 
mercial plants  to  verify  laboratory  experiments  on  a  commercial  scale;  (3)  coopera- 
tion with  outside  parties  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  them  in  applying  principles  and 
processes  of  recognized  commercial  value  with  which  the  Service  is  thoroughly 
familiar. 

The  work  of  the  Office  of  Wood  Utilization,  at  Chicago,  will  consist  of  studies  of 
the  wood-using  industries  of  various  States,  the  study  of  woods  in  manufacture  and 
of  the  methods  of  disposing  of  mill  waste,  the  collection  of  statistics  on  the  price  of 
lumber  at  the  mill  and  at  the  principal  distributing  markets  of  the  country,  and 
the  study  of  specifications  and  grading  rules.  The  Office  will  also  secure  statistics 
of  forest  products  of  importance  to  the  experimental  work  of  the  Service  and  the 
study  of  the  movements  of  lumber  and  of  the  conditions  of  the  principal  lumber 
markets. 

All  letters  regarding  Products  work  will  continue  to  be  addressed  to  the  Forester 
at  Washington.  Reply  will  be  made  from  Washington,  if  matters  of  policy  are 
involved.  If  matters  of  policy  are  not  involved,  reply  will  be  made  by  the  Director 
of  the  Laboratory,  if  the  subject  refers  to  experimental  work;  and  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Office  of  Wood  Utilization,  if  the  subject  refers  to  Utilization  work.

SERVICE  NOTES  FOR  DECEMBER 

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  for 
Forest  officers,  and  will,  therefore,  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file 
for  reference. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

LAW 

Patents- 

The  application  of  John  M.  Nelson,  Jr.,  for  a  patent  on  a  process  for  preserving 
timber  has  been  granted  by  the  Patent  Office  and  letters  patent  have  been  issued. 
The  Patent  Office  has  also  acted  favorably  upon  the  application  for  patent  of  Harry 
Tiemann,  of  the  Forest  Service,  for  a  process  of  rapidly  drying  timber,  though  the 
letters  patent  have  not  yet  been  issued.  According  to  the  application  of  the  inventor 
in  each  of  these  two  cases,  the  process  may  be  used  freely  by  the  Government,  or  by 
any  person  in  the  United  States. 

Policy- 

In  a  letter  to  the  District  Forester  at  Denver  (copies  of  which  were  sent  to  the  other 
Districts),  the  following  procedure  was  outlined  in  connection  with  the  cutting  of 
timber  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  a  right  of  way  across  a  mining  location,  which  has 
been  made  subsequent  to  the  right-of-way  permit:  (1)  For  timber  removed  which  is 
not  needed  for  the  developemnt  of  the  mine,  payment  should  be  made  to  the  United 
States.  (2)  Timber  removed  which  is  needed  for  the  development  of  the  mine 
should  be  delivered  to  the  claimant.  (3)  If  "2"  is  impracticable  for  any  reason, 
payment  for  the  timber  should  be  made  to  the  United  States  and  a  free-use  permit 
given  the  claimant  for  an  even  quantity  of  timber.  (4)  If  the  validity  of  the  mining 
location  is  uncertain  payment  should  be  made  to  the  United  States.  (5)  If  the 
validity  of  the  mining  location  is  subsequently  established,  a  free-use  permit  should 
be  given  the  claimant  for  an  amount  of  timber  equal  to  that  taken. 

Extra  Copies,  Trespass  Report- 
When  making  reports  to  the  District  office  in  cases  of  timber  trespass,  special-use 
trespass,  grazing  trespass,  fire  trespass,  and  in  all  other  cases  when  it  may  be  nec- 
essary to  refer  the  matter  to  some  other  Department  of  the  Government  for  action, 
the  reports  should  be  forwarded  in  triplicate,  as  in  the  case  of  claims  reports.  It  is 
usually  necessary  to  forward  one  report  to  the  Washington  office  of  the  Department 
concerned,  while  another  copy  is  usually  desired  in  the  Office  of  the  District  Attor- 
ney, or  other  local  officer;  and,  of  course,  one  is  necessary  in  the  District  files.  The 
expense  of  making  these  is  much  less  when  the  reports  are  originallyj)repared  than 
later  in  the  District  office.

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Timber  Trespass  (Criminal)— 

James  A.  Hopper  was  indicted  under  the  Act  of  March  3, 1875  (1  Supp.  Rev.  Stat.' 
88),  at  the  October  session  of  the  Federal  Grand  Jury,  convened  in  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
for  seizing  timber  which  had  been  posted  with  United  States  property  notices  and 
stamped  with  a  United  States  marking  hatchet.  At  the  trial,  held  October  30, 
Judge  Trieber,  of  the  Eastern  District  of  Arkansas,  gave  peremptory  instructions  to 
the  jury  to  bring  in  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 

In  the  action  of  ejectment  instituted  against  Zilpha  Patterson,  on  the  Prescott, 
recommendations  have  been  made  to  the  Department  of  Justice  that  the  proceedings 
be  discontinued,  as  the  defendant  has  removed  from  the  ranger  station. 

Fined  for  Leaving  Fire  Unextinguished— 

On  November  8,  W.  F.  Euster  and  Jack  Huston  pleaded  guilty  before  the  State 
Court  of  Oregon  and  were  fined  $25  each  for  leaving  a  camp  fire  unextinguished  on  the 
Wallowa  National  Forest. 

OPERATION 

Complaint  and  Charges  Should  be  Fairly  Discussed— 

In  many  instances  unnecessary  friction  has  arisen  through  the  failure  of  supervisors 
to  fully  understand  the  other  man's  side  of  the  question  in  cases  of  trespass  by  Forest 
users  or  of  arbitrary  action  by  subordinate  Forest  officers.  This  has  been  particu- 
larly the  case  where  supervisors  have  felt  obliged  to  make  charges  against  Forest 
officers.  In  all  fairness  to  himself  and  to  the  man  against  whom  the  action  is  con- 
templated, the  supervisor  should  lay  the  case  in  person  before  the  man  and  discuss 
fully  each  point  in  the  case  before  taking  or  recommending  final  action.  This  may 
not  be  possible  in  all  cases  affecting  users  of  the  National  Forest,  but  it  should  be 
done  in  every  case  of  complaint  or  charges  against  a  Forest  officer. 

Initialing  in  Supervisors'  Offices- 
File  carbons  of  letters  and  other  papers  prepared  in  supervisors'  offices  should  have 

affixed  upon  them  by  stamp  or  pen  the  names  of  the  persons  signing  them.    When 

the  signer  is  not  the  author  the  latter  should  initial  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner  of 

the  file  carbon. 
The  stenographer  will  stamp  his  own  initials  in  the  lower  right-hand  corner  of  each 

file  carbon.    If  the  letter  contains  inclosures,  or  if  future  action  is  promised,  the 

stenographer  will  stamp  his  initials  a  second  time  as  a  guaranty  that  the  inclosure 

has  been  prepared  or  that  the  action  promised  has  been  noted. 
Any  rubber  stamps  needed  can  be  obtained  upon  requisition  from  the  Property 

Clerk  at  Ogden. 

Forest  Service  Calendar  for  1910— 

The  Service  calendar  for  1910  will  be  distributed  during  December.  The  revision 
of  the  schedule  of  reports  will  not  be  completed  in  time  for  this  distribution.  The 
new  schedule  will  be  issued  in  pads  by  the  Property  Clerk  at  Ogden  as  soon  as 
printed,  and  will  be  so  made  as  to  be  easily  attached  to  the  calendar  by  means  of  the 
ordinary  brass  fastener. 
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Reimbursement  for  Lodging  at  Ranger  Stations— 

(Amends  note  on  page  66,  September  (1908)  Field  Program.) 

Forest  officers  should  in  no  case  be  charged  for  lodging  at  a  Government  Ranger 
Station  when  the  accommodation  consists  of  simply  the  use  of  a  room  involving  no 
personal  expense  to  the  Forest  Officer  furnishing  the  lodging.  When,  however,  the 
ranger  is  living  in  a  house  of  his  own,  or  one  rented  by  him,  it  is  entirely  reasonable 
that  a  charge  for  lodging  be  made  to  Forest  officers.  Very  often  ranger  stations  are 
so  located  that  Forest  officers  use  them  frequently  and  under  conditions  which 
make  it  impracticable  for  these  officers  to  carry  bedding  with  them.  In  such  cases 
H  is  proper  that  a  charge  for  lodging,  not  to  exceed  25  cents  per  night,  be  made  by 
the  Forest  officer  furnishing  blankets  and  linen,  and,  in  the  future,  accounts  for  such 
expenses  will  be  allowed.  It  will  not  be  required  hereafter  that  an  explanation 
accompany  charges  for  such  lodging,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  spirit  of  these  in- 
structions will  be  carefully  followed  by  all  Forest  officers. 

Fire  Request- 
Form  445,  a  placard  requesting  the  public  to  give  notice  of  fires  to  Forest  officers,  is 
available  for  distribution  from  the  Supply  Depot  and  should  be  given  the  fullest  use 
on  the  National  Forests.     Sample  copies  have  been  mailed  by  the  Property  Clerk  to 
Supervisors. 

Boundary  Notices  and  Fire  Warnings— 

In  some  places  old  boundary  notices  and  fire  warnings,  which  were  posted  years 
ago,  remain  and  are  now  dilapidated  and  out  of  date.  Since  these  notices  are  very 
often  in  prominent  places  along  important  roads  and  trails,  Forest  officers  are  expected 
to  see  that  they  are  kept  up  to  date  and  renewed  whenever  necessary. 

Civil-Service  Eligibles— 

The  attention  of  District  Foresters  and  of  supervisors  is  called  to  the  civil-service 
requirement  that  eligibles  certiTed  by  the  Commission  must  not  be  subjected  to  an 
inquiry  into  their  quali  cations  in  addition  to  the  information  given  in  their  exami- 
nation papers.  While  information  coming  incidentally  to  the  knowledge  of  appoint- 
ing officers  outside  of  that  contained  in  the  examination  papers  can  not  be  entirely 
ignored,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  quali  cations  of  eligibles  have  teen  officially 
determined  by  the  examination,  and  that  the  only  allowable  inquiries  are  in  regard 
to  character  and  personality.  Anything  in  the  nature  of  a  second  examination 
direct  or  indirect,  is  contrary  to  the  civil-service  regulations. 

Filing  Applications  for  Positions- 
Supervisors  who  wish  to  keep  all  correspondence  regarding  applications  for  posi- 
tions separate  from  other  miscellaneous  correspondence  may  insert,  behind  the  gen- 
eral file,  a  guide  marked  "Applications  for  Positions,"  with  either  a  single  folder  or 
an  additional  A  to  Z  file,  as  may  be  required  by  the  volume  of  correspondence. 

Names  of  Appointees- 
Frequent  errors  in  names  of  appointees,  given  in  recommendations  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  have  led  to  subsequent  corrections  and  much  needless  clerical  work  in 
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the  office  of  the  Appointment  Clerk.  Steps  must  be  taken  by  officers  originating 
recommendations  to  give  the  names  correctly,  and  that  in  every  case  the  recommen- 
dation give  the  first  name  in  full,  the  middle  initial  or  initials,  and  the  surname  in 
full.  The  name  signed  to  the  oath  of  office  must  agree  in  every  respect  with  the  name 
given  in  the  recommendation. 

SILVICULTURE 

Timber  Cut  and  Sold— 

The  attention  of  supervisors  is  again  called  to  the  rule  that  when  submitting,  on 
Form  949,  the  monthly  report  of  timber  cut  and  sold,  the  scale  of  converting  factors 
which  has  been  furnished  should  be  used,  and  the  totals  should  always  be  expressed 
in  the  denominations  called  for.  Failure  on  the  part  of  any  supervisor  to  forward 
the  report  promptly  delays  the  report  to  the  Forester,  and  must  be  avoided. 

GRAZING 

Uniform  Schedule  of  Grazing  Fees- 
Hereafter  all  rates  for  grazing  fees  on  the  National  Forests  will  be  based  upon  the 
yearlong  rate  for  cattle.  The  yearlong  rates  for  horses  will  be  from  25  to  40  per  cent 
more,  and  the  yearlong  rates  for  swine  from  25  to  40  per  cent  less  than  the  rate  for  cat- 
tle. The  yearlong  rates  for  sheep  and  goats  will  be  as  follows: 

From  10  to  12  cents  on  Forests  where  the  rate  for  cattle  is  35  cents. 

From  12  to  14  cents  on  Forests  where  the  rate  for  cattle  is  40  cents. 

From  12  to  15  cents  on  Forests  where  the  rate  for  cattle  is  45  cents. 

From  14  to  16  cents  on  Forests  where  the  rate  for  cattle  is  50  cents. 

From  15  to  18  cents  on  Forests  where  the  rate  for  cattle  is  60  cents. 

The  rates  for  all  kinds  of  stock  for  periods  shorter  than  yearlong  will  be  based  upon 
a  monthly  charge  of  one-tenth  of  the  annual  rate  per  month  for  periods  of  four  months 
or  over,  with  20  per  cent  added  for  periods  of  less  than  four  months,  or  periods  begin- 
ning between  July  15  and  October  15,  and  provided  that  the  minimum  rate  for  any 
short  period  will  not  be  less  than  20  cents  per  head  on  cattle,  25  cents  per  head  on 
horses,  12  cents  per  head  on  swine,  or  5  cents  per  head  on  sheep  or  goats.  An  extra 
charge  of  2  cents  per  head  will  be  made  for  sheep  or  goats  which  are  allowed  to  enter 
the  National  Forests  for  the  purpose  of  lambing  or  kidding.  No  charge  will  be  made 
for  animals  under  6  months  of  age  at  the  time  of  entering  the  Forest,  which  are 
the  natural  increase  of  stock  upon  which  fees  are  paid  or  for  those  born  during  the 
season  for  which  permit  is  allowed,  provided  that  at  the  end  of  the  summer  season 
the  number  of  animals  over  6  months  of  age  to  be  grazed  during  the  winter  season 
does  not  exceed  the  number  covered  by  yearlong  permit.  Supplemental  permits 
for  the  excess  number  of  stock  may  be  issued  whenever  this  would  not  result  In 
injury  to  the  Forest. 

New  Form  of  Notice  to  Grazing  Applicants— 

A  new  form  designated  as  861-G,  which  is  a  consolidation  of  Forms  762  and  861, 
will  be  issued  about  December  1.  It  will  be  used  in  giving  notice  of  the  approval  of 
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grazing  applications  and  as  a  letter  of  transmittal  for  payments  on  account  of  grazing 
permits.  A  supply  of  this  new  form  will  be  sent  to  each  of  the  supervisors  without 
requisition,  and  it  is  requested  that  its  use  be  adopted  not  later  than  January  1, 1910. 
This  form  supersedes  Form  762,  but  does  not  affect  old  Form  861,  which  will  still  be 
used  for  all  remittances  except  for  grazing  permits.

Requisitions  must  be  made  in  duplicate  on  Form  668.  One  copy  will  be  sent  to  the 
Property  Clerk  without  a  letter  of  transmittal  unless  an  explanation  is  necessary. 

On  January  1,  April  1,  July  1,  and  October  1,  of  each  year,  Supervisors,  Chiefs  of 
Maintenance,  and  men  in  charge  of  field  stations  will  make  requisitions  for  the  equip- 
ment, stationery,  office  supplies,  and  printed  forms  required  by  their  respective 
offices  for  the  ensuing  three  months.  Each  sheet  will  be  marked  "Quarterly 
requisition." 

Requisitions  for  graphic  work  required  in  the  Districts  should  be  made  on  the  Dis- 
trict Forester.  Requisitions  for  photographic  films,  photographic  work,  and  pub- 
lished maps  should  be  sent  to  the  Forester  and  should  be  made  very  specific  to  avoid 
misunderstanding.  Form  988  will  be  used  for  this  purpose.

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  for 
Forest  officers,  and  will,  therefore,  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file 
for  reference. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

LAW 

Law  Correspondence  with  the  Interior  Department— 

The  Service  Notes  for  January,  page  219,  paragraph  3,  are  supplemented  as  fol- 
lows: (a)  Letters  transmitting  favorable  reports  upon  claims  shall  be  prepared  in 
the  office  of  the  District  Forester,  with  three  carbons  for  filing  in  the  office  of  the 
Forester,  the  District  Forester,  and  the  Supervisor.  (6)  The  original  Forest  officer's 
report  shall  be  forwarded  with  the  letter  of  transmit tal.  No  copies  of  the  report 
are  to  be  filed  with  the  office  of  the  District  Forester  or  the  office  of  the  Forester. 
This  report  will  be  returned  to  the  .District  Forester,  who  in  turn  shall  return  it  to 
the  files  of  the  supervisor,  (c)  A  card  shall  be  made  in  the  office  of  the  District  For- 
ester for  every  favorable  report  transmitted,  showing  the  date  received,  the  date 
sent  to  the  Forester,  and  the  final  action  by  the  Land  Department,  (d)  All  letters 
of  transmittal  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  have  no  caption,  except  on  the 
carbons,  but  shall  recite  the  name  of  the  Forest,  the  name  of  the  claimant,  the  loca- 
tion of  the  claim  by  legal  subdivision,  the  local  land  office,  and  the  serial  and  entry 
numbers.  The  letter  shall  also  contain  a  request  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
be  informed  of  any  action  taken  upon  the  case.  All  information  received  will  be 
acted  upon  according  to  existing  practice. 
Commissioner's  Requests  for  Reports:  Transmittal — 

In  submitting  claims  reports  to  the  District  offices,  supervisors  are  cautioned  to 
bear  in  mind  the  amendment  on  page  26  of  the  July  Field  Program,  under  the  head 
of  "Claims,  Reports-Identification."  This  requirement  does  not  abrogate  the  pro- 
cedure calling  for  transmittal  to  the  District  Offices  of  the  letter  from  the  Commis- 
sioner, or  the  copy  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Submit  Final  Proof,  which  was  the 
occasion  for  making  the  report.  It  is  often  impossible  to  take  proper  action  until 
the  District  Law  Officer  is  in  possession  of  the  letter  which  called  for  the  report. 
Conviction  in  Criminal  Case — 

On  January  7,  R.  W.  Stuart,  formerly  Supervisor  of  the  Jefferson  National  Forest, 
plead  guilty  in  the  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Montana  to  an  indictment  charg- 
ing him  with  the  embezzlement  of  funds  received  by  him  under  color  of  his  official 
position. 
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Conviction  under  Act  of  May  5,  1900— 

On  December  15,  L.  R.  Webb  was  convicted  in  the  United  States  Court  for  the 
Northern  District  of  California  for  willfully  setting  fire  within  the  Klamath  National 
Forest.    This  is  the  first  instance  of  a  conviction  under  the  first  section  of  the  Act  of 
May  5,  1900  (30  Stat.,  169),  after  jury  trial. 
Saloon  Trespass  Settled— 

The  saloon  trespass  of  Revello,  on  the  Prescott  National  Forest, has  been  satisfac- 
torily settled  by  the  removal  of  the  saloon  by  Revello  on  the  last  day  of  December, 
1909.    It  is  very  probable  in  the  criminal  case  against  Revello  that  the  defendant 
will  plead  guilty. 
Entry  of  Verdict  "Not  Guilty"  Ordered— 

John  W.  Bunch,  indicted  for  unlawfully  cutting  timber  on  his  homestead  in  the 
Ozark  National  Forest,  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  on  December  15  before  the  United 
States  District  Court.  His  plea  was  stricken  out  by  the  court  and  directions  given 
that  a  verdict  of  "Not  Guilty  "  be  entered. 

Fined  for  Timber  Trespass — 
Joseph  Whiteside  plead  guilty  on  December  15  before  the  United  States  District 

Court  and  was  fined  $100  and  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  jail  for  illegally  cutting 

timber  on  the  Ozark  National  Forest. 

Fined  for  Grazing  Trespass- 
Felipe  Sanchez,  previously  indicted  for  grazing  trespass  committed  upon  the 

Lincoln  National  Forest .  was  fined  $250  and  costs. 

Fire  Trespass:  Indictment  Returned— 

On  December  30  the  Grand  Jury  in  the  United  States  Court  for  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict of  California  returned  an  indictment  against  Henry  Clay  for  setting  fires  within 

the  Cleveland  National  Forest. 

PUBLICATION 


Distribution  of  New  Publications  to  Forest  Range 

It  is  earnestly  desired  to  afford  the  rangers  all  possible  opportunity  to  use  Forest 
Service  publications.  In  the  past  all  publications  issued  have  been  mailed  directly 
to  rangers.  Since,  however,  some  of  the  publications  are  along  lines  which  are  of 
little  immediate  interest  to  most  rangers,  in  future  such  publications  will  be  mailed 
only  when  asked  for.  Requests  may  be  sent  by  rangers  directly  to  the  District 
Forester.  All  new  publications  are  listed  in  the  Field  Program  as  they  appear, 
and  rangers  should  watch  this  list  and  ask  for  anything  which  they  may  wish  and 
do  not  receive. 

Since  it  is  desired  to  give  rangers  an  opportunity  to  be  informed  concerning  Forest 
Service  work  along  all  lines,  a  liberal  distribution  of  new  publications  will  continue 
to  be  made.  Rangers  located  at  permanent  rangers'  headquarters  should  see  that 
publications  are  preserved  as  Government  property,  whether  they  are  personally 
interested  in  the  publications  or  not.  Instructions  for  maintaining  files  of  Forest 
Service  publications  at  rangers'  headquarters  will  be  issued  by  letters  from  the 
Forester  to  the  District  Foresters. 
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OPERATION 

Special -Use  Permits  to  Applicants  under  Act  of  June  11,  1906— 

On  November  14, 1908,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Interior  informed  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  that  an  entryman  under  the  Act  of  June  11, 1906,  could  be  given  credit, 
when  making  final  proof,  for  the  actual  residence  maintained  by  him  on  the  land 
under  special-use  permit  prior  to  his  entry.  By  letter  of  January  12,  1910,  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  says  he  believes  the  opinion 
expressed  in  the  letter  of  November  14, 1908,  was  erroneous,  and  that  he  can  not  con- 
sider as  residence,  within  the  meaning  of  the  homestead  law,  occupancy  of  lands  by 
persons  under  special-use  permits  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  lands  to  settlement  in 
the  manner  described  in  the  Act  of  June  11, 1906.  Supervisors  may  continue  to  issue 
special-use  permits  in  cases  of  this  character,  but  the  clause  stating  that  credit  for 
residence  under  the  permit  will  be  allowed  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  should 
be  omitted. 
Settlement:  Listing  Lands  within  Limits  of  Railroad  Grant— 

By  letter  of  January  21,  1910,  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  First  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  decided  that  he  could  not  open  to  entry  under  the  Act  of 
June  11,  1906,  an  unsurveyed  tract  of  land  located  within  the  primary  limits  of  the 
grant  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company.  It  was  alleged  that  the  land  when 
surveyed  would  be  within  an  odd  section. 
The  Targhee  National  Forest  Divided— 

The  increase  in  the  business  of  the  Targhee  National  Forest  has  necessitated  the 
division  of  this  Forest  and  the  establishment  of  a  new  administrative  unit,  to  be 
called  the  "Palisade  division  of  the  Targhee."  Dan  S.  Pack,  formerly  supervisor  of 
the  Nebo  Forest,  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  new  unit,  with  headquarters  at  St. 
Anthony,  Idaho.  Supervisor  David  Barnett  remains  in  charge  of  the  northern  por- 
tion of  the  Targhee.  The  northern  division  will  continue  to  be  known  as  the  "Tar- 
ghee National  Forest." 
Designations  on  Circular  Letters— 

In  mimeorgaphed  or  manifolded  circular  letters  from  the  District  offices  to  super, 
visors  it  is  not  practicable  to  give  the  names  of  individual  Forests  in  the  subject 
designations,  and  in  such  designations  the  word  "District"  is  used.  It  should  be 
understood  that  when  a  letter  bearing  a  designation  of  this  kind  is  received  by  a 
supervisor  it  immediately  becomes  a  Forest  letter,  and  in  the  reply  the  name  of  the 
Forest  should  be  substituted  in  the  designation  for  the  word  "District;"  e.  g.,  the 
reply  to  a  circular  letter  designated  "G,  District,  Studies,  Range  Improvement," 
should  be  designated  "G,  Pike,  Studies,  Range  Improvement." 
Recommendations  Affecting  Change  of  Status— 

A  number  of  recommendations  affecting  change  of  status  have  recently  reached 
Washington  from  the  Districts  long  after  the  action  recommended  became  effective. 
Such  delays  subject  the  Service  to  just  criticism ,  and  are  wholly  unnecessary.  In  every 
case  the  recommendation  must  leave  the  office  in  which  it  originates  not  later  than 
the  date  on  which  the  change  actually  takes  place,  and  as  far  as  possible  in  advance 
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of  that  date,  and  where  that  is  not  possible,  an  explanation  of  the  delay  must  accom- 
pany the  recommendation. 
Repairs  to  Damaged  Instruments — 

Instruments  of  which  replaceable  parts  become  broken  should  not  be  condemned 
and  destroyed,  but  requisition  should  be  made  upon  the  Property  Clerk  for  new  parts, 
which  will  be  classed  as  expendable.  Calipers,  for  instance,  are  easily  damaged  in 
use  by  the  graduated  bar  being  broken.  When  this  occurs  a  new  bar  should  be 
obtained  by  requisition  and  the  instrument  repaired.  When  the  instrument  is 
broken  beyond  repair,  it  should  be  disposed  of  as  prescribed  in  Service  Order  27  under 
"Sec.  150.  Unserviceable  Property." 
Property  Accountability- 
Forest  officers  who  are  charged  with  Government  property  must  take  care  to  safe- 
guard it  from  loss  or  theft,  and  relief  from  responsibility  will  not  be  given  when 
property  is  found  to  be  missing  from  any  cause,  unless  it  is  shown  that  due  precautions 
against  loss  were  taken .  When  tools  or  equipment  are  to  be  left  in  unoccupied  cabins 
for  a  time,  a  Forest  Service  padlock  should  be  placed  on  at  least  one  of  the  doors  of 
the  cabin  and  all  other  openings  securely  fastened  from  the  inside  to  afford  reason- 
able provision  against  theft. 

No  property  should  be  receipted  for  by  any  member  of  the  Service  until  after  it 
has  been  properly  checked.  The  fact  that  the  checking  was  not  done  will  not  be 
accepted  as  a  satisfactory  reason  for  granting  relief  for  shortages  found  to  exist  after 
a  subsequent  check. 
Memorandum  Bills  of  Lading- 
Service  Order  No.  30  in  the  Field  Program  for  July  directed  that  beginning  July  1, 
1909,  memorandum  bills  of  lading,  Form  M,  covering  freight  and  express  shipments 
be  forwarded  to  Washington  through  the  District  Fiscal  Agent.  Most  of  these 
forms  are  being  forwarded  as  prescribed,  but  a  number  of  bills  of  lading  have  been 
received  for  which  no  Form  M  is  on  file.  This  causes  delay  in  the  settlement  of 
freight  accounts,  since  railroad  companies  usually  submit  several  bills  on  one  voucher, 
and  the  lack  of  one  memorandum  bill  may  cause  delay  in  the  settlement  of  a  large 
account. 

In  some  cases  dealers  making  freight  shipments  for  Forest  officers  decline  to  sur- 
render the  memorandum  bills  of  lading.  It  is  believed  that  if  such  dealers  under- 
stand clearly  that  these  forms  are  a  necessary  Forest  Service  record,  and  are  essential 
to  the  payment  of  the  transportation  charges,  they  will  either  make  an  extra  carbon 
or  use  their  own  commercial  forms  in  getting  the  transportation  company's  receipt 
for  the  property.  The  Property  Clerk  at  Ogden  has  therefore  been  instructed  to 
stamp  all  Forms  M  issued  in  the  future  as  follows: 

"Forest  Service  record.    This  memorandum  bill  is  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
District  Fiscal  Agent  after  entry  of  charges." 

Until  the  stamped  forms  are  received  members  of  the  Service,  whenever  they 
supply  a  dealer  with  a  bill  of  lading  for  a  freight  shipment,  should  write  the  above 
instructions  across  the  face  of  the  memorandum  bill. 
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SILVICULTURE 

Payments  in  Connection  with  Timber  Sales— 

When  bonds  are  given  in  connection  with  timber  sales,  the  sums  named  in  the 
bond,  if  forfeited  to  the  United  States  on  account  of  noncompliance  with  the  terms 
of  the  contract,  are  covered  directly  into  the  general  Treasury  and  can  not  be  applied 
to  the  cost  of  cleaning  up  the  cutting  areas,  or  as  stumpage,  against  timber  cut  in 
advance  of  payment.  For  this  reason  it  is  imperative  that  all  Forest  officers  in 
charge  of  timber  sales  should  be  certain,  at  all  times,  that  the  sums  deposited 
in  connection  with  the  sales  do  actually  cover  the  value  of  timber  cut,  whether 
scaled  or  not.  In  case  a  purchaser  will  not  be  able  to  meet  a  payment  soon  coming 
due,  the  work  must  be  stopped  at  once  when  the  right  to  cut  under  the  last  payment 
expires,  or  a  modification  of  contract  must  be  applied  for  long  enough  in  advance  to 
allow  the  preparation  and  execution  of  the  necessary  papers.  No  postponement  of 
the  payment  can  be  considered,  unless  the  circumstances  are  very  unusual,  and  all 
applications  for  a  modification  of  contract  involving  postponement  of  payment  must 
be  referred  to  the  District  Forester,  together  with  a  very  full  statement  of  the  circum- 
stances and  the  condition  of  the  sale  area.

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

Rules  Governing  Changes  in  Forest  Boundaries-  - 

A  statement  of  policy  regarding  eliminations  from  and  additions  to  the  National 
Forests  was  agreed  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture at  a  conference  held  on  February  7,  1910,  and  subsequently  approved  by  the 
President,  which  is  as  follows: 

"1.  Lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  brush  or  other  undergrowth  which 
protects  stream  flow  or  checks  erosion  on  the  watershed  of  any  stream  important  to 
irrigation  or  to  the  water  supply  of  any  city,  town,  or  community,  or  open  lands  on 
which  trees  may  be  grown,  should  be  retained  within  the  National  Forests,  unless 
their  permanent  value  under  cultivation  is  greater  than  their  value  as  a  protective 
forest. 

"2.  Lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  or  cut-over 
lands  which  are  more  valuable  for  the  production  of  trees  than  for  agricultural  crops, 
and  lands  densely  stocked  with  young  trees  having  a  prospective  value  greater  than 
the  value  of  the  land  for  agricultural  purposes,  should  be  retained  within  the  National 
Forests. 

"3.  Lands  not  either  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  which 
are  located  above  timber  line  within  the  Forest  boundary  or  in  small  bodies  scattered 
through  the  Forest,  making  elimination  impracticable,  or  limited  areas  which  are 
necessarily  included  for  a  proper  administrative  boundary  line,  should  be  retained 
within  the  National  Forests. 

"4.  Lands  not  either  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  except 
as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  upon  which  it  is  not  expected  to  grow 
trees,  should  be  eliminated  from  the  National  Forests." 

Hereafter,  favorable  action  will  be  taken  only  on  recommendations  which  are  in 
conformity  with  the  above  policy. 

LAW 
Law  Office  of  the  Forest  Service  as  Now  Constituted— 

By  General  Order  No.  138,  dated  January  15,  1910,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
ordered  that  "the  legal  work  of  the  Forest  Service  will  be  performed  under  the 
immediate  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Solicitor  for  the- Department  of  Agri- 
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culture."    And  by  orders  of  the  Secretary  dated  February  2,  1910,  the  Law  Office 
of  the  Forest  Service  was  constituted  as  follows: 
Law  Officer,  Robert  W.  Williams,  Jr., 
First  Assistant  Law  Officer,  Thomas  G.  Shearman, 
Second  Assistant  Law  Officer,  Patrick  D.  Cronin. 

On  February  7,  1910,  the  following  letter  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture: 

FEBRUARY  7, 1910. 
Mr.  HENKY  S.  GRAVES,  Forester. 
Mr.  GEORGE  P.  McCABE,  Solicitor. 

GENTLEMEN:  Pursuant  to  your  instructions  to  report  to  you  upon  a  plan  for 
eliminating  from  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor  all  administrative  work  heretofore  done 
by  the  Law  Office  of  the  Forest  Service,  and  to  carry  into  effect  that  part  of  Secre- 
tary's Order  No.  138  of  January  15,  1910,  transferring  to  the  Solicitor  all  the  legal 
work  of  the  Forest  Service,  we  submit  the  following: 

The  legal  work  of  the  Forest  Service  should  be  conducted  by  the  Law  Officer 
and  the  District  Law  Officers.  The  Law  Officers  will  be  formally  detailed  to  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  will  perform  their  work  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Solicitor. 

Our  recommendations  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  above  purpose  can  be  pre- 
sented better  in  a  delineation  of  the  work  we  conceive  to  be  appropriate  and  neces- 
sary for  the  Law  Officer. 

1.  The  Law  Officer  should  be  the  legal  adviser  of  the  Forester  and  his  assistants 
upon  questions  of  law  arising  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  National 
Forests. 

2.  He  should  prepare  all  contracts  not  following  the  regular  approved  forms,  all 
new  legal  forms  as  the  need  for  them  arises,  and  all  of  the  legal  papers  directly  affect 
ing  the  operations  of  the  Forest  Service  to  which  the  Department  is  a  party  or  in 
which  the  Department  is  interested. 

3.  He  should  scrutinize  and  pass  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  execution  of  all  legal 
papers  affecting  the  operations  of  the  Forest  Service  and  prepared  for  the  signature 
of  the  Secretary  or  of  the  Forester.    He  should  likewise  scutinize  and  pass  upon  the 
sufficiency  and  the  form  of  acknowledgment  of  such  legal  instruments. 

4.  He  should  draft  all  regulations  to  be  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  National  Forests. 

5.  He  should  prepare  all  correspondence  with  the  Department  of  Justice,  and  upon 
request  of  that  Department  cooperate  with  it. 

6.  He  should  prepare  all  requests  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  for  his  opinion 
on  questions  involving  the  expenditure  of  appropriations  of  the  Forest  Service. 

7.  He  should  prepare  all  correspondence  with  the  Interior  Department  regarding 
legal  questions.    He  should  cooperate  at  hearings  whenever  requested  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior.     All  legal  questions  arising  in  connection  with  claims  affecting 
the  National  Forests  should  be  referred  to  the  Law  Officer,  and  he  should  represent 
the  Department  in  connection  therewith  whenever  personal  appearance  is  necessary 
or  advisable. 

8.  He  should  prepare  all  applications  for  patents  on  inventions  of  the  employees  of 
the  Forest  Service  to  be  dedicated  to  the  public. 
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9.  Upon  due  request  the  law  officer  should  draft  bills  for  State  and  National  legis- 
lation and  may,  if  he  desires,  submit  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  the  Forester 
in  reference  thereto  with  such  draft. 

Within  their  respective  spheres  the  District  Law  officers  should  occupy  the  same 
relation  to  the  District  Foresters  and  their  assistants  as  the  Law  Officer  will  sustain 
to  the  Forester.    This  relation  is  partially  defined  in  divisions  1, 2,  3,  5,  and  7.

United  States  Entitled  to  Relief  against  the  C.,  M.  and  St.  P.  R.  R.— 

On  February  12  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  District  of  Idaho  rendered 
a  memorandum  opinion  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  The  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
and  St.  Paul  Railway  Co.  (see  December,  1908,  Field  Program,  p.  129),  overruling 
the  demurrer  and  exceptions  to  the  bill,  and  holding  that  upon  the  facts  stated  the 
Government  is  entitled  to  equitable  relief. 

OPERATION 

Use  of  Form  861— 

The  printed  instructions  to  Forest  Officers  on  the  reverse  side  of  Form  8G1  has 
been  changed  to  read: 

Furnish  this  form  to  persons  making  payments  for  timber  and  for  the  use  of 
land  or  other  resources  of  the  National  Forests,  except  grazing.  Enter  in  the 
spaces  provided  the  amount  of  the  remittance  and  the  designation  of  the  transac- 
tion on  account  of  which  the  payment  is  made.  Do  not  use  this  form  for 
grazing  permits. 

The  note  in  the  April,  1909,  Field  Program,  page  234,  is  therefore  amended  in 
accordance  with  this  change. 
Letters  of  Authorization- 
Beginning  April  1,  1910,  the  use  of  the  following  forms  of  Letters  of  Authorization 
will  be  discontinued: 

Forms  370,  372b,  374a,  374b,  375a,  375b,  382a.  and  382b. 

New  forms  are  being  prepared  and  will  be  ready  for  distribution  on  or  before 
March  21.    No  requisition  for  these  forms  will  be  necessary,  since  the  Property 
Clerk  has  been  requested  to  forward  a  supply  when  printed. 
Reimbursement  for  Lodging  at  Ranger  Stations— 
(Amends  note  on  page  186,  December,  1909,  Field  Program.) 
Forest  officers  should  in  no  case  be  charged  for  lodging  at  a  ranger  station,  which 
is  the  property  of  the  Government.    When,  however,  a  ranger  is  living  in  a  house 
of  his  own,  or  in  one  rented  by  him,  it  is  entirely  reasonable  that  a  charge  for  lodging 
be  made  to  Forest  officers.    The  custom  of  making  a  charge  for  the  use  of  blankets 
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and  linen  at  ranger  stations  owned  by  the  Government  will  be  discontinued  on 
April  1, 1910,  and  no  such  charge  will  be  made  thereafter,  except  when  it  is  for  lodging 
in  a  house  either  owned  or  rented  by  the  Forest  officer. 

SILVICULTURE 

Correction  of  Timber  Sale  Agreement,  Form  202— 

In  order  to  bring  the  wording  of  Form  202  up  to  date  the  following  corrections 
should  be  made  in  it,  whenever  an  application  or  agreement  is  prepared: 

On  page  2,  line  2,  the  words  "Fiscal  Agent,  Forest  Service,  at  Washington,  D.  C." 

should  be  crossed  out  and  the  following  words  written  in:  " National  Bank 

(U.  S.  Depository), , ,  or  such  other  depository  or  officer  as  shall  hereafter 

be  duly  designated  by  the  United  States,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  United 
States." 

For  the  words  "  said  Fiscal  Agent,"  about  the  middle  of  page  2,  should  be  sub- 
stituted the  words  "U.  S.  Depository  or  officer  as  aforesaid." 

On  page  3,  lines  9  and  10,  the  words  "without  any  charge  or  expense  whatever  to 
the  Forest  Service,"  should  be  crossed  out  and  the  following  regulation,  number  17, 
should  be  written  in  immediately  after  regulation  16: 

17 agree,  unless  prevented  by  circumstances  over  which have 

(I  or  we)  (I  or  we) 

no  control,  to  place , employees,  subcontractors 

(myself  or  ourselves)      (our  or  my) 

and  employees  of  subcontractors  at  the  disposal  of  any  authorized  forest  officer  for 
the  purpose  of  fighting  forest  fires,  with  the  understanding  that,  if  the  fire  does  not 

threaten property  or  the  area  embraced  in  this  agreement 

(my  or  our)  (I  or  we) 

shall  be  paid  for  services  so  rendered  unless directly  or  indirectly 

(I  am  or  we  are) 
responsible  for  the  origin  of  the  fire. 

On  page  3,  line  15,  and  on  page  4  wherever  the  word  "Forester"  appears,  the  word 
"District"  should  be  inserted  before  the  word  "Forester." 
The  Cutting  Report  in  Timber  Settlements— 

In  order  that  timber  cut  or  destroyed  in  timber-settlement  cases,  where  payment 

*  is  made  on  the  basis  of  an  estimate,  may  be  included  in  the  monthly  report  on  Form 

949,  submitted  by  supervisors,  the  forest  officer  in  charge,  upon  the  completion  of 

the  work,  should  submit  to  the  supervisor  a  report  on  Form  820,  giving  an  estimate 

of  the  amount  of  timber  cut  or  destroyed. 

GRAZING 

Division  of  Grazing  Privileges  between  Owners— 

The  second  paragraph  on  page  31  of  the  revised  Grazing  Regulations  issued  under 
date  of  January  1,  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

No  division  of  the  grazing  privilege  among  different  owners  will  be  allowed  in 
the  renewal  of  a  permit  when  the  number  of  stock  covered  by  a  permit  is  less 
than  the  protective  limit .  In  case  the  number  of  stock  covered  by  permit  exceeds 
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the  protective  limit,  a  division  of  the  permit  among  different  owners  may  be 
allowed,  provided  that  not  more  than  one  new  owner  is  allowed  a  renewal  of 
permit  for  less  than  the  protective-limit  number  of  stock. 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  prevent  the  division  of  existing  permits  into 
numerous  holdings  of  less  than  the  protective  limit.  This  practice  if  allowed  to  con- 
tinue would  result  in  the  creation  of  a  large  class  of  permittees  who,  while  not  strictly 
Class  A  settlers,  would  still  be  entitled  to  increase  up  to  the  protective  limit,  to  the 
exclusion  of  bona  fide  Class  A  applicants  and  at  the  expense  of  other  prior  users  of 
the  range  holding  permits  in  excess  of  the  protective  limits.  The  instruction  as 
amended  applies  with  equal  force  to  cases  of  division  between  the  individuals  with 
interests  in  a  permit,  and  to  cases  where  a  part  or  all  of  the  stock  covered  by  a  permit 
is  sold  to  one  or  more  persons  not  otherwise  entitled  to  grazing  privileges. 
Collection  of  Bounties  for  Destroying  Predatory  Animals — 

The  Forest  Service  has  customarily  allowed  all  forest  officers  to  collect  the  bounties 
offered  by  States,  counties,  and  stock  associations  for  the  killing  of  predaceous  ani- 
mals, whether  the  animals  were  killed  by  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  regular  duties 
or  otherwise.  In  the  appointment  of  forest  rangers  and  guards  for  assignment  to  the 
work  of  destroying  predatory  animals  the  revenue  derived  from  the  collection  of 
bounties  has  heen  given  consideration,  and  such  appointments  have  in  consequence 
been  made  at  the  minimum  salary. 

It  is  not  the  intention  to  discontinue  this  practice,  but  it  must  be  definitely  under- 
stood by  all  members  of  the  Forest  Service  that  the  acceptance  of  bounties  for  the 
killing  of  noxious  animals  will  only  be  authorized  by  the  Forester  when  such  bounties 
are  freely  and  voluntarily  offered  and  paid  by  the  State,  county,  or  stock  association. 
In  the  cases  where  the  payment  of  bounties  is  protested  by  State,  county,  or  stock- 
association  officers  on  the  ground  that  the  forest  officer's  position  requires  him  to 
destroy  predaceous  animals  at  every  opportunity  without  extra  compensation,  any 
action  on  the  part  of  a  forest  officer  to  enforce  the  payment  of  bounties  will  be  dis- 
approved by  the  Forester,  and  will  be  regarded  as  a  breach  of  official  conduct. 

LANDS 

Lands:  Organization— 

On  February  5  the  following  letter  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture: 

FEBRUARY  5, 1910. 
The  Honorable, 

The  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE. 
SIR: 

I  hereby  recommend  that  a  Branch  of  Lands  be  established  in  the  Forest  Service 
and  that  it  have  the  following  organization  and  jurisdiction: 
OFFICE  OF  OCCUPANCY. 

This  Office  will  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  uses  of  National  Forest 
land,  not  already  covered  by  the  Branch  of  Silviculture  and  the  Branch  of  Grazing, 
which  are  allowed  by  law  and  regulation.  This  shall  also  include  reports  upon 
rights-of-way  projects  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the  preparation  of  stipu- 
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lations,  as  required  in  such  cases.    It  shall  also  include  the  special  study  and  com- 
pilation of  forest  laws,  and  reports  and  correspondence  upon  Federal  and  State 
legislation. 
OFFICE  OF  CLAIMS. 

This  Office  will  administer  all  matters  relating  to  claims  upon  National  Forests, 
including  the  final  scrutiny  of  Forest  officers'  reports  and  the  submission  of  such 
reports  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  This  Office  shall  have  supervision  over  all 
questions  relating  to  claims  procedure  upon  National  Forests  except  hearings  in 
claims  contests,  which  are  handled  by  the  Law  Officer;  and  except  the  transmission 
of  appeals,  which  are  prepared  by  the  Office  of  Claims  upon  scrutiny  of  the  records  in 
the  General  Land  Office,  and  which  are  thereafter  handled  by  the  Law  Officer.  This 
Office  will  also  administer  all  matters  relating  to  the  Act  of  June  11, 1906,  the  acquisi- 
tion of  administrative  sites  and  additions  to  and  eliminations  from  National  Forests 
by  proclamation  or  otherwise.

Claims:  Status— 

The  requests  to  the  Forester  for  status  in  the  General  Land  Office  at  Washington , 
D.  C.,  should  be  made  on  Form  31-2  by  changing  the  words  "  Register  and  Receiver'' 
to  "Forester."  The  use  of  letters  in  making  requests  for  status  should  be  discon- 
tinued. Any  explanation  may  be  made  by  an  accompanying  memorandum.  The 
requisitions  will  be  returned  with  the  status  report.  At  the  end  of  each  year  the 
District  Forester  wil  report  the  number  of  requests  for  status  made  upon  the  Forester, 
since  no  record  whatever  will  be  kept  in  the  Washington  office.  No  requests  for 
status  should  be  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  by  the  District  Foresters,  but  they  may  be  made  to  the  local  land 
offices  as  heretofore. 
Contested  Claims:  Appeals — 

As  soon  as  a  decision  has  been  rendered  against  the  United  States  in  a  Forest 
Service  contested  claims  case  by  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  a  local  land  office,  the 
papers  in  the  case  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Forester  with  a  statement  that  the 
Register  and  Receiver  have  decided  against  the  United  States.  If  possible,  a  copy 
of  the  Register's  and  Receiver's  opinion  should  also  be  forwarded.  A  memorandum 
showing  the  Service's  standpoint  in  the  case  would  be  very  helpful.  In  all  such 
cases  the  records  of  the  General  Land  Office  will  be  scrutinized  in  connection  with 
the  papers  in  the  case,  and  if  the  decision  is  believed  to  be  erroneous,  a  statement 
will  be  prepared  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office. 
Claims,  Favorable  Reports— 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  has  requested  the  Forester  to  dis- 
continue forwarding  favorable  reports  upon  claims  within  the  National  Forests 
except  where  a  special  request  for  a  particular  report  has  been  made  by  the  Commis- 
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sioner.  The  Service  Notes  for  February,  page  254,  require  that  the  original  Forest 
Officer's  report  be  forwarded  with  a  letter  of  transmittal  which  shall  be  returned. 
This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Forester  and  not  for  transmission  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Letters  prepared 
for  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture's  signature  making  favorable  recommendation  in 
claims  cases  should  not  suggest  that  a  copy  of  the  report  is  transmitted. 
Claims,  Reports  to  Chiefs  of  Field  Division— 

All  cases  in  which  reports  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Chiefs  of  Field  Division  and 
upon  which  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  has  not  acted  by  directing 
adverse  proceedings  within  the  space  of  three  months  should  be  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Forester,  in  order  that  action  can  be  expedited  in  Washington.  Long 
delays  in  this  matter  result  in  jeopardizing  the  interests  of  the  Government  and  in 
putting  claimants  to  serious  inconvenience  and  expense.

PUBLICATION. 

Modification  of  Field  Program  Directory— 

In  future  the  Field  Program  will  print  the  present  full  directory  of  Forest  Service 
officers  quarterly  instead  of  monthly.  The  Field  Programs  of  the  intervening  months 
will  list  only  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  the  last  quarterly  Program. 
Thus,  the  April  Field  Program  will  serve  as  the  Forest  Service  directory  until  July 
1,  but  supplemented  on  May  1  and  again  on  June  1  by  a  list  of  all  changes  which  take 
place  after  the  issue  of  the  April  Program.  This  plan  will  include  both  the  Wash- 
ington and  the  District  offices  and  projects  as  well  as  personnel. 

LAW 

Grazing  without  Permit  Still  Indictable— 

On  March  14  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  affirmed  the  judgments  of  the 
district  court  for  the  southern  district  of  California  in  the  cases  of  United  States  v. 
Grimaud  and  Cazajous  and  United  States  v.  Inda,  wherein  the  district  court  sustained 
the  demurrers  of  defendants  to  indictments  alleging  the  grazing  of  sheep  on  the  Sierra 
National  Forest  without  a  permit,  in  violation  of  Regulation  45  made  and  promul- 
gated by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  authority  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1897.  It 
was  alleged  in  the  demurrers  that  the  act  of  June  4, 1897,  was  unconstitutional  in  that 
it  delegated  to  an  executive  officer,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  legislative  authority 
and  empowered  him  to  create  a  criminal  offense.  The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
were  evenly  divided  in  opinion,  four  for  affirmance  and  four  for  reversal  of  the  decision 
of  the  district  court,  the  ninth  member  of  the  court  not  sitting.  No  opinion  was 
written. 

While  this  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  operates  as  an  affirmance  of  the  ruling  of  the 
district  court  in  these  particular  cases,  it  is  not  to  be  taken  as  conclusive  of  the 
questions  raised  by  the  demurrers  and  will  not  prevent  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
and  regulations  made  thereunder  as  heretofore.  All  Forest  officers  should  continue 
the  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  regulations  and  the  report  of  violations  thereof  as 
heretofore.  When  the  questions  raised  by  the  above-stated  defendants  shall  again 
be  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Government  to  have  the 
court  consider  them  when  all  the  justices  are  present  in  order  that  a  final  and  binding 
decision  may  be  rendered. 
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OPERATION 

Approval  Letters— 

In  order  to  save  letter  writing  in  the  Washington  and  District  offices,  letters  from 
the  District  Foresters  to  the  Forester  or  from  the  supervisors  to  the  District  office 
which  present  questions  simply  requiring  approval  by  the  Forester  or  the  District 
Forester  should  be  accompanied  by  a  carbon.  Both  the  original  letter  and  the 
carbon  should  bear,  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner,  the  word  "Approved"  above 
the  title  of  the  approving  officer,  who  will  indicate  his  approval  by  signing  and 
returning  the  carbon. 
Subject  Designation  and  Filing  Involved— 

The  addition  of  the  letter  X  to  the  key  initials  of  the  originating  Branches  or  Offices 
to  show  that  correspondence  is  being  handled  temporarily  by  the  Law  Officer  or 
the  District  Law  Officer  will  be  discontinued.  Hereafter,  when  correspondence 
originating  in  another  Branch  or  Office  requires  action  by  the  Law  Officer  or  the 
District  Law  Officer,  all  the  essential  papers  in  the  case  will  be  referred  to  the  Law 
Officer  or  the  District  Law  Officer  and  a  memorandum  of  the  reference  placed  in 
the  folder,  which  will  be  retained  in  the  file  of  the  Branch  or  Office  in  which  the 
case  originated.  The  subsequent  correspondence  by  the  Law  Officer  or  the  District 
Law  Officer  will  be  designated  and  filed  according  to  the  subject  classification  pre- 
scribed for  Law. 
Revised  Survey  and  Map  Instructions — 

"Instructions  for  Making  Forest  Surveys  and  Maps"  has  been  reissued  for  the 
calendar  year  1910.  It  contains  corrected  astronomical  tables  and  therefore  super- 
sedes the  edition  of  1907.  Supervisors  will  be  supplied  through  the  Property  Clerk 
at  Ogden. 

Identification  of  Maps  and  Packages— 

A  great  many  maps  and  other  articles  are  received  in  District  offices  from  the  super- 
visors without  a  memorandum  showing  by  whom  or  for  what  purpose  they  are  sent. 
This  causes  considerable  delay  and  confusion,  especially  in  the  case  of  maps  illus- 
trating annual  reports.  All  maps  or  packages  mailed  under  separate  cover  should 
have  a  memorandum  inclosed  referring  to  the  date  and  case  designation  of  the  letter 
explaining  their  purpose. 

SILVICULTURE 

Use  of  Form  606  Made  Optional- 
Hereafter,  Form  606  need  not  be  submitted  by  Forest  Officers  in  charge  of  the  scaling 
on  timber  sales  unless  they  receive  orders  to  the  contrary  from  their  supervisors. 
In  submitting  this  form  special  care  should  be  taken  to  indicate  on  the  back  the 
amount  of  timber  cut  but  not  yet  scaled.  It  will  usually  be  preferable,  however, 
to  use  Form  820.  Form  606  will  not  be  reprinted  when  the  present  supply  is 
exhausted. 

Stumpage  Rates- 
Hereafter  a  schedule  of  standard  prices  for  saw  timber  arid  cordwood  of  average 
accessibility  will  be  substituted  for  the  present  schedule  of  minimum  stumpage 
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prices.  Reports  on  standard  prices  will  be  required  from  supervisors  and  District 
Foresters  on  the  same  dates  that  reports  on  minimum  prices  have  been  required  in 
the  past.  One  purpose  of  the  schedule  of  minimum  prices  was  to  prevent  an 
undue  lowering  of  the  price  of  stumpage  through  competition  among  supervisors 
for  the  same  market.  The  position  of  the  Forester  on  this  point  is  now  so  thoroughly 
understood  that  it  is  felt  the  schedule  need  no  longer  be  enforced;  but  care  should  be 
taken  by  supervisors  whose  forests  are  tributary  to  the  same  market  that  they  do 
not  interfere  with  one  another's  sales  by  selling  timber  at  lower  rates— accessibil- 
ity and  quality  considered— than  are  charged  on  neighboring  forests. 

GRAZING 

Beginners  on  Forests  which  are  not  Fully  Occupied — 

The  instructions  on  page  21  of  The  Use  Book  issued  January  1,  1910,  restricting 
the  number  of  stock  allowed  all  beginners  in  any  one  year  to  3  per  cent  of  the  total 
allowance  for  the  Forest,  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  Forests  which  are  not  fully 
occupied  and  upon  which  the  issuance  of  permits  to  beginners  would  not  require  a 
reduction  on  the  permits  of  prior  users.  Therefore  it  has  been  modified  to  read  as 
follows: 

When  the  range  within  a  National  Forest  is  fully  occupied  and  the  issuance  of  per- 
mits to  beginners  will  necessitate  a  reduction  on  the  permits  of  prior  users,  the  total 
number  of  stock  allowed  all  beginners  in  any  one  year  must  not  exceed  3  per  cent  of 
the  total  allowance  for  the  Forest. 

LANDS 

Act  of  June  11, 1906:  Qualifications  of  Applicants— 

If  an  application  is  made  for  the  listing  of  lands  under  the  act  of  June  11, 1906,  the 
Forest  Service  ordinarily  will  make  no  inquiry  regarding  the  qualifications  of  the 
applicants,  or  in  case  of  conflict  no  decision  between  applicants.  All  of  the  facts, 
however,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Interior  Department  for  decision  on  the  question 
of  priority  if  the  lands  covered  by  such  applications  are  listed.  The  ability  of  the  ap- 
plicant to  make  a  living  from  the  land  applied  for  should  not  be  gone  into.  That  is 
a  question  for  the  applicant  to  decide  and  not  for  the  Forest  Service  to  consider.  All 
questions,  such  as  remoteness,  strength  or  health  of  applicant,  or  his  ability  or  expe- 
rience in  agricultural  pursuits  are  not  matters  which  concern  the  character  of  the  land, 
and  therefore  have  no  place  in  an  inquiry  regarding  it.  A  careful  examination  should 
be  made,  however,  to  ascertain  whether  the  land  is  susceptible  of  producing  culti- 
vated crops.  In  deciding  this,  the  soil,  tne  climate,  the  altitude,  and  slope  have  much 
to  do  with  the  crop-producing  character  of  the  land.  It  is  not  intended  by  this  notice 
to  authorize  the  listing  of  protective  forest  land  or  heavily-timbered  tracts  under  this 
heading,  but  to  exclude  the  personal  qualifications  of  the  applicant  from  considera- 
tion by  the  land  examiner  or  the  officer  passing  upon  the  application. 
Act  of  June  11, 1906:  Bona  Fide  Squatters— 

A  person  who  has  settled  upon  and  continuously  occupied  unsurveyed  lands  within 
a  National  Forest  before  its  creation  and  is  at  the  present  time  occupying  such  lands 
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in  good  faith  and  is  in  all  respects  complying  with  the  homestead  law,  has  the  right 
to  include  within  the  lines  of  his  homestead  160  acres  after  the  land  is  surveyed. 
Therefore,  if  the  land  is  occupied  for  agricultural  purposes  and  is  not  more  valuable 
for  its  timber  than  for  such  purposes,  and  there  are  no  circumstances  which  would  in 
the  opinion  of  the  District  Forester  tend  to  discredit  the  bona  fides  of  the  claimant,  he 
should  be  allowed  to  make  application  for  the  patenting  of  such  lands  under  the  act 
of  June  11,  1906,  and  the  examination  for  listing  should  be  made  with  the  view  of 
listing  160  acres  of  land  where  possible.  The  tracts  so  listed  should  conform  so  far  as 
practicable  to  the  form  of  the  public  land  surveys.  The  listing  of  lands  as  above 
should  not  in  any  way  govern  the  determination  of  the  total  area  or  amount  of  non- 
cultivable  land  listed  for  applicants  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  who  were  not 
residing  upon  the  lands  before  the  creation  of  the  Forest. 

In  cases  where  less  than  160  acres  of  land  has  been  listed  to  a  person  who  settled  upon 
the  land  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Forest,  an  additional  area  sufficient  to  complete 
the  homestead  entry  may  be  allowed  upon  proper  application. 

The  foregoing  instruction  has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and 
will  govern  future  action  of  all  Forest  officers. 

Act  of  June  11,  1906:  Grazing  Land- 
Lands  within  National  Forests  valuable  for  the  purpose  of  grazing  only  shall  not  be 
listed  under  the  act  of  June  11, 1906.  If,  however,  a  tract  is  found  to  be  valuable  for 
agricultural  purposes  and  will  produce  crops  and  adjacent  land  is  valuable  for  grazing 
purposes,  an  added  area  of  the  grazing  land  may  be  listed  with  the  agricultural  land , 
provided,  that  in  no  case  the  area  of  the  grazing  land  exceeds  the  area  of  the  agricul- 
tural land.  This  does  not  authorize  the  listing  of  timber  land  but  only  grazing  land . 


SERVICE    ORDER 


Service  Order  40 

(Amends  Service  Order  23) 
RELINQUISHMENT  OF  CLAIMS 

MARCH,  14,  1910. 

Hereafter  no  Forest  officer  shall  under  any  circumstances 'request  a  homestead 
entryman  to  relinquish  his  claim  or  suggest  for  any  reason  whatsoever  that  such  a 
course  is  desirable.  If  any  homestead  entryman  voluntarily  offers  to  relinquish  his 
claim,  the  Forest  officer  may  suggest  that  the  relinquishment  be  transmitted  to  the 
local  land  office,  but  should  not  encourage  this  to  be  done.  Forest  officers  who 
receive  by  mail  relinquishments  from  claimants  must  return  the  relinquishment 
with  the  suggestion  that  if  the  entryman  desires  to  relinquish  he  should  send  it  to 
the  local  land  office.  No  Forest  officer  should  be  a  party  to  a  compromise  whereby 
any  claims  or  trespass  case  is  settled  by  requiring  the  claimant  to  relinquish  to  the 
Government.

SERVICE  NOTES  FOR  MAY 

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  for 
Forest  officers,  and  will,  therefore,  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on 
file  for  reference. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

Cooperation  with  Smithsonian  Institution — 

The  Secretary  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  has  requested  the  Forest  Service 
to  cooperate  in  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Institution  discoveries  of  valuable 
objects  on  National  Forests,  since  it  is  desirable  that  the  Government  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  obtaining  such  objects  for  its  collection.  The  materials  most  desired  are 
fine  mineral  specimens,  examples  of  silicified  wood,  invertebrate  and  vertebrate 
fossils,  meteorites  of  both  iron  and  stony  varieties.  Meteorites  are  of  particular 
interest  and  their  occurrence  should  be  reported  promptly  whenever  practicable.  Of 
the  vertebrate  fossils,  skulls  and  teeth  are  of  greater  importance  than  mere  frag- 
ments of  bones  of  the  trunk. 

Samples  of  specimens  should  be  forwarded  under  official  frank  to  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  Washington,  D.  C.,and  the  Supervisor  should  make  report  to  the  For- 
ester and  transmit  it  through  the  District  office.  The  frank  should  bear  the  name 
and  address  of  the  sender.  Forest  officers  will  keep  in  mind  the  request  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  cooperate,  as  far  as  is  practicable  without  interfering  with  Forest  Service 
work. 

LAW 

Rehearing  in  Sierra  Grazing  Trespass  Cases— 

In  the  April  Field  Program  notice  was  given  of  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  affirming  the  judgments  of  the  district  court  for  the  southern 
district  of  California  in  the  cases  of  the  United  States  v.  Grimaud  and  Carajous,  and 
the  United  States  v.  Inda,  involving  alleged  illegal  grazing  of  sheep  on  the  Sierra 
National  Forest  without  a  permit,  in  violation  of  Regulation  45  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  made  and  promulgated  under  authority  of  the  act  of  June  4, 1897.  Affirm- 
ance of  the  judgments  resulted  from  an  even  division  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and,  while  this  was  sufficient  for  the  disposition  of  the  particular  cases,  no 
authoritative  decision,  controlling  in  future  similar  cases,  was  rendered,  and  the 
question  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  regulation  and  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
June  4,  1897,  under  which  it  was  made  and  promulgated,  is  still  undecided. 

The  questions  involved  in  these  cases  are  so  important  and  their  final  determina- 
tion so  necessary  that,  on  April  13,  the  Solicitor-General  petitioned  the  Supreme 
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Court  to  grant  a  rehearing  in  the  cases.  The  petition  was  allowed  on  April  18,  and 
the  cases  were  restored  to  the  docket.  In  due  course  they  will  be  reheard  by  the 
court.  Meanwhile,  as  stated  in  the  April  Field  Program,  all  Forest  officers  will 
continue  the  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  regulations  and  make  report  of  violations 
thereof  as  heretofore. 

Indictment  and  Verdict  in  Fire  Trespass  Cases— 

On  March  22  the  grand  jury  at  Portland,  Oreg.,  returned  a  true  bill  against  Earl 
Gardner  for  a  fire  trespass  on  the  Siskiyou  National  Forest. 

On  March  29  a  verdict  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  United  States  for  $4,424.38  in 
the  case  of  the  United  States  against  the  Corvallis  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company 
involving  a  fire  trespass  on  the  Oregon  National  Forest. 

OPERATION 

Property  Accountability  Record— 

The  instructions  in  Service  Order  27  were  not  intended  to  supersede  or  change  the 
instructions  in  Service  Order  15  with  special  reference  to  the  supervisors'  card  record 
of  nonexpendable  property.  This  record  consists  of  two  parts,  "Forest  Account- 
ability" and  "Individual  Accountability,"  as  described  in  the  first  three  paragraphs 
of  Section  148  (Service  Order  27).  It  appears  that  some  supervisors  have  misunder- 
stood the  instructions  in  the  second  paragraph  of  that  section  and  have  abandoned 
the  use  of  the  card  marked  "Stock"  in  the  "Individual  Accountability"  record. 
This  is  an  error,  since  the  property  in  stock  must  be  added  to  the  property  charged 
on  the  cards  of  individuals  to  make  up  the  total  of  the  property  charged  to  the  super- 
visor in  his  "Forest  Accountability  "  record. 
Forest  Additions  and  Eliminations— 

On  April  20,  1910,  the  President  signed  the  proclamation  adding  129,819  acres  to 
the  Pecos  National  Forest,  New  Mexico,  and  eliminating  from  the  same  Forest 
31,561  acres. 

On  April  21,  1910,  the  proclamation  of  the  Garces  National  Forest  was  signed, 
which  adds  18,115  acres  and  eliminates  53,500  acres.  This  diagram  is  in  two  parts. 

SILVICULTURE 

Report  of  Timber  Sold  and  Cut— 

The  Classified  List  of  Reports  on  National  Forest  work,  dated  March  4,  provides 
for  a  quarterly  report  of  timber  sold  and  cut  and  timber  sales  inspected.  This  has 
been  found  to  be  inadequate,  and  monthly  reports  will  now  be  required  from  the 
supervisors  to  the  District  Forester,  and  from  the  District  Forester  to  the  Forester. 

Reports  for  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March  should  be  made  out  at 
once  to  complete  the  record  to  date.  A  letter  on  the  subject  to  the  District  Forester 
will  be  supplied  in  sufficient  quantity  to  furnish  each  supervisor  with  a  copy  to 
attach  to  the  Classified  List  of  Reports. 
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GRAZING 

Revised  Trespass  Procedure— 

Approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  April  25, 1910. 

In  all  cases  of  grazing  trespass  upon  the  National  Forests  the  method  of  procedure 
should  be  as  follows: 

In  civil  cases.— The  Forest  officer  upon  discovering  a  grazing  trespass  should  take 
immediate  steps  to  protect  the  Forest  from  injury.  The  owner  of  the  stock  should 
be  ordered  to  remove  it  at  once,  or,  if  the  situation  is  urgent,  the  Forest  officer  may 
remove  the  stock  in  any  reasonable  way  that  does  not  injure  it  physically. 

A  distinction  should  be  made  between  (a)  unpermitted  stock  and  (6)  permitted 
stock. 

(a)  Forest  officers  may  drive  unpermitted  stock  from  any  portion  of  the  Forest 
upon  discovery  of  its  presence,' or  they  may  allow  the  owner  or  herder  a  reasonable 
time  to  remove  it;  but  if  he  refuses  to  go,  the  person  in  charge  of  the  stock  may  be 
arrested  and  the  stock  removed  from  the  Forest.  (See  procedure  in  criminal  cases.) 

(6)  Permitted  stock  may  be  removed  from  any  portion  of  the  Forest  not  allotted 
to  it,  but  the  permit  can  not  be  canceled  or  the  stock  removed  from  the  area  allotted 
to  it  without  authority  from  the  District  Forester. 

The  Forest  officer  who  discovers  trespassing  stock  should  take  such  action  as  is 
necessary  to  protect  the  Forest  and  as  soon  as  possible  prepare  a  report  in  duplicate 
on  Form  856  to  be  submitted  to  the  supervisor.  This  report  should  contain  clear- 
cut,  definite  statements  upon  the  following  points:  The  inclusive  dates  upon  which 
the  stock  was  in  trespass;  actual  or  approximate  number  of  stock  grazed  in  trespass 
and  method  of  determination;  brands  or  earmarks  of  stock  and  recorded  ownership 
of  same;  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the  stock;  location  and  extent  of  area 
upon  which  stock  has  trespassed,  by  legal  subdivisions,  or  a  definite  description  by 
local  landmarks;  whether  Forest  boundaries  were  marked  at  point  of  trespass  or 
not,  and  whether  trespasser  has  ever  been  advised  of  the  exact  location  of  the  Forest 
boundaries  or  has  theretofore  committed  a  similar  trespass  on  the  Forest;  kind  of 
monuments  used  to  mark  the  boundaries  and  their  distance  apart;  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  witnesses  having  knowledge  of  the  facts,  together  with  a  brief  synop- 
sis of  their  statements,  signed  by  them.  Should  there  be  witnesses  who  decline  to 
make  a  statement,  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  facts  to  which  it  is  believed  they  can  testify 
should  be  submitted .  All  questions  contained  in  the  above  form-should  be  answered , 
and  if  the  information  is  too  lengthy  for  this  form,  extra  pages  as  necessary  should  be 
attached.  The  report  should  be  accompanied  by  a  map  showing  the  location  of  the 
area  trespassed  upon.  The  Forest  officer  making  the  report  should  include  therein 
a  statement  of  his  estimate  in  money  of  the  actual  value  of  the  forage  and  forest 
growth  or  other  Forest  products  consumed,  destroyed,  or  injured,  and  an  estimate 
of  the  actual  damage,  if  any,  sustained  by  the  Government  through  injury  to  improve- 
ments on  the  Forest  as  a  result  of  the  trespass.  The  report  should  distinctly  show 
the  circumstances  of  the  trespass,  that  is,  facts  disclosing  whether  it  was  committed 
innocently  or  unintentionally,  or  knowingly,  willfully,  recklessly,  or  without  regard 
to  the  rights  of  the  Government,  or  in  defiance  of  warnings  against  trespass. 
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Upon  receipt  of  the  report  the  supervisor  will  review  it,  and  if  he~finds  that  a  tres- 
pass has  been  committed,  he  will  inform  the  trespasser  by  registered  mail  or  in  per- 
son of  the  fact,  and  will  inform  him  that  he  will  be  allowed  ten  days  from  receipt  of 
notice  in  which  to  make  a  sworn  statement  of  the  circumstances  of  the  trespass  and 
his  estimate  of  the  damages  sustained  by  the  Government  as  a  result  of  the  trespass, 
and  that  such  statement  wiU  be  considered  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  his 
ascertainment  and  determination  of  the  actual  damages  sustained  by  the  trespass. 

Whenever  practicable  the  supervisor  should  meet  the  trespasser  at  the  place  of  the 
trespass  and  talk  the  matter  over  with  him.  The  supervisor,  having  given  the 
party,  notified  as  above  stated,  opportunity  to  present  his  statement  and  having 
fully  informed  himself  in  respect  to  the  facts  in  the  case,  will  supplement  the  Forest 
officer's  report  by  his  own  findings  as  to  the  actual  damage  sustained  by  the  Govern- 
ment and  particularly  (1)  whether  the  trespass  was  committed  unintentionally, 
inadvertently,  or  ignorantly,  or  (2)  whether  it  was  accompanied  by  circumstances 
evincing  a  conscious,  willful,  or  reckless  disregard  of  the  consequences  of  the  trespass 
and  of  the  rights  of  the  Government,  which,  accompanied  by  the  Forest  officer's 
report,  will  be  sent  to  the  District  Forester,  who  will  add  his  recommendation  and 
forward  all  papers  in  the  case  to  the  Forester  for  submission  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  for  his  final  ascertainment  and  determination  of  the  actual  damages 
sustained  by  the  Government  as  a  result  of  the  trespass. 

When  the  Secretary  has  ascertained  and  determined  the  amount  due  the  Govern- 
ment and  that  the  trespass  was  committed  unintentionally,  inadvertently,  or  igno- 
rantly, he  will  notify  the  trespasser  thereof,  and  a  reasonable  time  will  be  allowed  him 
in  which  to  pay  the  amount  ascertained  to  be  due. 

If  settlement  is  not  promptly  made,  the  facts  will  be  reported  to  the  Attorney- 
General  for  institution  of  suit  for  recovery  of  the  ascertained  damages,  and  in  every 
case  where  the  trespass  was  committed  knowingly,  willfully,  recklessly,  and  in  disre- 
gard of  the  rights  of  the  Government,  the  facts  will  be  reported  to  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral for  institution  of  suit  for  recovery  of  the  ascertained  damages,  together  with  such 
exemplary  damages  as  may  be  awarded  by  a  jury  upon  consideration  of  the  aggravating 
circumstances  of  the  trespass.  Where  necessary  to  report  the  cases  to  the  Attorney- 
General  the  Law  Officer  will  prepare  the  letters  for  the  .signature  of  the  Secretary. 

In  criminal  cases.— Settlement  of,  or  institution  of  suit  to  recover  for,  damages 
resulting  from  a  trespass  in  a  National  Forest,  does  not  bar  a  criminal  prosecution  for 
the  trespass,  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will  not  entertain  a  proposition  of 
settlement  made  on  the  condition  that  no  such  prosecution  will  be  instituted;  nor  has 
the  Secretary  power  to  dismiss  a  pending  prosecution.  Except  in  flagrant  cases  as 
hereinafter  stated,  no  Forest  officer  will  take  action  looking  to  a  criminal  prosecution 
of  the  trespasser,  but  will  report  all  the  facts  to  the  supervisor  as  directed  under 
heading  "In  civil  cases."  The  Secretary  will  determine  from  the  facts  reported  to 
him  whether  or  not  criminal  proceedings  should  be  recommended  to  the  Attorney- 
General. 

In  willful  and  flagrant  cases  where  immediate  action  is  necessary  in  order  to 
protect  the  Forest  from  damage,  or  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  trespasser,  the  ranger 
will  place  the  trespasser  under  arrest  if  he  is  detected  in  the  act  of  committing  a 
trespass;  will  notify  the  supervisor  at  once,  advising  him  of  the  need  for  immediate 
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action,  the  evidence  against  the  trespasser,  and  the  United  States  commissioner 
before  whom  the  hearing  will  be  held;  he  will  also  secure  evidence  upon  all  of  the 
points  mentioned  under  the  head  of  civil  cases.  He  will  immediately  take  the  pris- 
oner before  the  proper  commissioner,  swear  to  a  complaint,  represent  the  Forest 
Service  at  the  hearing,  and  hold  the  prisoner  for  disposition  according  to  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  commissioner.  After  the  case  has  been  acted  upon  by  the  commissioner, 
the  ranger  will  submit  full  reports  upon  the  proper  forms,  as  in  a  civil  case,  to  the 
supervisor,  including  a  statement  regarding  the  urgency  of  the  need  for  the  arrest, 
and  the  decision  and  rulings  of  the  commissioner. 

The  supervisor  upon  receipt  of  the  ranger's  preliminary  report  should  endeavor 
to  attend  the  hearing  before  the  commissioner  as  a  representative  of  the  Forest 
Service,  or,  failing  in  that,  should  give  the  ranger  full  instructions  relating  to  the 
management  of  the  case,  approving  or  disapproving  the  ranger's  action  in  making 
the  arrest.  As  soon  as  the  case  before  the  commissioner  has  been  decided  and  the 
ranger  has  submitted  full  reports  upon  the  proper  forms,  the  supervisor  should 
consider,  approve,  and  record  them  in  the  proper  manner,  and  forward  all  papers 
in  the  case  to  the  District  Forester  for  action,  adding  such  recommendations  as  are 
necessary,  and  stating  in  full  all  rulings  and  decisions  made  by  the  commissioner, 
after  which  he  should  await  instructions  from  the  Law  Officer  before  proceeding 
further. 

In  all  cases  where  a  trespasser  has  paid  the  damages  assessed  against  him,  or  has 
paid  the  fine  imposed  upon  him  by  the  court  as  a  penalty  for  having  grazed  stock  upon 
tte  National  Forest  in  trespass,  the  case  will  be  closed  without  prejudice,  and  his 
subsequent  applications  for  grazing  permits  upon  the  National  Forest  may  be  con- 
sidered upon  their  merits. 

The  attention  of  all  Forest  officers  is  called  to  the  fact  that  where  information  is 
furnished  to  the  Service  relative  to  trespass  upon  the  National  Forests  or  violations 
of  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  National  Forests,  it  should  always  be 
considered  as  strictly  confidential.  Such  information,  without  which  the  Service 
often  could  not  successfully  determine  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  charges  made,  should 
never  be  subject  to  idle  gossip  or  discussion  in  public  where  it  can  be  used  to  the  in- 
jury and  distress  of  the  person  furnishing  it. 
Reports  of  Predatory  Animals  Killed— 

The  instruction  contained  in  the  circular  of  March  4,  "Classified  list  of  reports  on 
National  Forest  work,"  which  requires  that  the  hunters'  monthly  report,  Form  343, 
be  approved  by  the  supervisor  and  forwarded  to  the  District  Forester,  is  at  variance 
with  the  instructions  contained  on  page  67  of  the  revised  grazing  regulations,  which 
contemplate  the  retention  of  the  hunters'  reports,  Form  343,  in  the  supervisor's 
office  and  the  preparation,  not  later  than  July  15,  of  an  annual  report  showing  the  total 
number  of  predatory  animals  destroyed  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  in- 
struction contained  in  the  circular  of  March  4  is  erroneous  and  the  procedure  outlined 
on  page  67  of  the  revised  grazing  regulations  should  be  adhered  to.  Hunters'  monthly 
reports  and  rangers'  quarterly  reports  should  be  retained  in  the  office  of  the  supervisor 
and  the  totals  reported  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year. 
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LANDS 

Ruling  as  to  Timber  on  Right  of  Way— 

The  following  is  the  substance  of  a  recent  decision  by  the  Law  Officer  at  Wash- 
ington: When  a  right  of  way,  permitted  under  an  act  of  Congress,  crosses  an  agri- 
cultural or  mining  claim,  whether  the  claim  antedates  the  right  of  way  or  not  and 
whether  the  claim  is  apparently  held  in  good  faith  or  not,  if  timber  is  cut  and  removed 
in  clearing  such  right  of  way,  payment  should  be  made  to  the  Government  in  all  cases 
except  one,  viz,  where  the  timber  so  cut  is  at  that  tune  needed  by  the  claimant  for 
the  purposes  allowed  by  law,  in  which  case  he  should  be  allowed  to  take,  without 
payment,  the  timber  which  is  cut,  up  to  the  amount  of  his  needs.  If,  subsequently, 
any  such  claimant  should  need  timber  for  the  purposes  allowed  by  law  and  should 
be  unable  to  obtain  it  on  his  claim,  he  should  be  allowed  to  take  timber  from  other 
lands  of  the  United  States  for  those  purposes  up  to  the  amount  of  that  which  was  so 
removed. 

Withdrawal  Notices- 
Notices  posted  on  lands  withdrawn  for  administrative  purposes  should  contain  an 
accurate  description  of  the  areas  inclosed.  Surveyed  lands  should  be  described  by 
legal  subdivisions  and  unsurveyed  tracts  should  be  clearly  indicated  by  stating 
the  place  of  beginning  and  the  courses  and  distances.  The  notices  should  be  placed 
in  conspicuous  places  to  warn  intending  settlers  under  the  Act  of  June  11, 1906,  of  the 
withdrawals.  Cloth  should  be  used  and  the  description  should  be  written  or  printed 
with  indelible  ink  so  as  to  stand  the  weather  and  not  become  obliterated.  All  notices 
on  ranger  stations  not  yet  withdrawn  should  conform  to  these  requirements  as  far 
as  possible  to  avoid  conflict  with  applicants  under  the  Act  of  June  11,  1906.

Ten  bodies  of  fire  fighters  of  unknown  names  were  found,  as  follows:  On  Big  Creek, 
Coeur  d'Alene  National  Forest,  8;  on  Placer  Creek,  Coeur  d'Alene  National  Forest. 
1;  near  Stevens  Peak,  Coeur  d'Alene  National  Forest,  1. 

From  the  Setser  Creek  crew,  Coeur  d'Alene  National  Forest,  James  Kerr  is  re- 
ported missing. 

With  deep  regret  announcement  is  made  of  the  death  of  Mr.  William  M.  Aiken, 
District  Law  Officer  at  Missoula,  Mont.  Mr.  Aiken  had  gone  upon  a  hunting  trip, 
and  his  body  was  found  by  a  searching  party  on  October  5.  He  had  been  a  sufferer 
for  some  years  from  chronic  nephritis,  incurred  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  but  the  particulars  regarding  the  cause  of  death  have  not  yet  been  received  in 
Washington.  Mr.  Aiken  was  born  April  28, 1881,  at  Perthshire,  Miss.  He  served  in 
the  United  States  Army,  both  in  the  continental  United  States  and  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  from  January,  1902,  to  September,  1906.  Before  entering  the  army  he  began 
the  study  of  law,  and  after  leaving  the  service  entered  the  Yale  School  of  Law,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  honor  in  June,  1908.  He  entered  the  Forest  Service 
as  a  Law  Examiner  August  1,  1908,  and  when  the  district  office  at  Missoula  was 
established,  December  1, 1908,  he  was  assigned  to  that  office  as  District  Law  Officer. 
His  ability  and  integrity  won  immediate  recognition,  and  his  untimely  death  is  a 
shock  to  his  associates  in  the  Forest  Service. 

Mr.  William  Hovey  Polleys,  of  Missoula,  Mont.,  was  killed  early  in  August  by  the 
falling  of  a  tree  while  he  was  engaged  in  fighting  a  forest  fire  on  the  Lolo  National 
Forest.  He  was  a  volunteer  and  had  worked  efficiently  in  bringing  the  fire  under 
control.  The  members  of  the  crew  of  which  he  was  in  charge  were  in  imminent 
danger  from  a  falling  tree  and  were  saved  by  him  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  life.  Mr. 
Polleys'  service  as  a  volunteer  in  a  time  of  public  need  and  his  heroism  in  giving 
his  own  life  to  save  the  lives  of  others  entitle  him  to  a  place  on  the  roll  of  men  who 
have  died  for  humanity. 

With  deep  regret  announcement  is  made  of  the  death,  on  July  4,  of  William  H. 
Hazzard,  Forest  Ranger,  on  the  Leadville  National  Forest. 
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SERVICE  NOTES  FOR  OCTOBER 

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  for  Forest  officers,  and 
will  therefore  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file  for  reference. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

DENDROLOGY 

Regarding  California  Chaparral  Nomenclature— 

A  nomenclature  of  chaparral  has  never  been  adopted  by  the  Forest  Service  except 
in  the  case  of  some  species  listed  among  the  trees.  The  matter  will  be  taken  up  at  a 
later  date,  but  in  the  meantime  the  following  memorandum  will  be  found  useful,  as 
it  covers  some  cases  in  California  in  which  there  has  been  confusion:

ACTAEA  ARGUTA not  Osmorrhizo,  nuda.

LOTUS  GLABER not  Hosackia  glabra. 

RISES  MALVACEUM not  Ribes  sanguineum. 

SALVIA  MELLIFERA not  Audibertia  stachyoides. 

SALVIA  LEUCOPHYLLA not  Audibertia  nivea. 

STENOTUS  LINEARIFOLIUS not  Aplopappus  linearifolius. 

.SYMPHORICARPUS  RACEMOstrs not  Symphoricarpus  dumosus. 

Full  Data  with  Dendrological  Specimens- 
Many  dendrological  specimens  are  sent  without  full  data  to  the  Forest  Service  to 
lie  identified.  It  is  important  to  give  the  fullest  information  possible  regarding  all 
specimens,  whether  of  wood,  bark,  leaves,  or  fruit.  When  the  specimen  is  collected 
from  a  tree  or  shrub  the  time  and  place  of  collection,  altitude,  character  of  soil,  aspect, 
approximate  age  and  diameter,  and  the  part  of  the  plant  from  which  the  specimen 
is  taken  should  be  given.  Wood  specimens  should  be  accompanied  by  a  statement 
as  to  whether  they  were  obtained  from  a  pile  of  lumber,  articles  of  furniture,  struc- 
tural materials,  finished  woodwork,  etc.  It  is  particularly  important  to  state  where 
the  wood  was  cut. 

LAW 

Damages  for  Destruction  of  Young  Growth  Awarded—- 
On September  7, 1910,  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  C.  O.  Bailey,  receiver  for  the 
Missouri  Pacific  and  Northwestern  Railway ,  and  the  Title  Guarantee  Surety  Company 
involving  a  demand  by  the  United  States  of  the  value  of  timber  killed  and  injured  by 
the  negligence  of  the  railway  company,  and  the  cost  of  reseeding  certain  of  the  area 
burned  over,  was  submitted  to  the  jury  in  the  district  of  South  Dakota.  The  original 
demand  was  for  $3,728.85.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  United  States 
for  $3,659.40,  including  $1,094.40  for  the  cost  of  replanting  the  area  burned  over,  together 
with  the  cost  of  caring  for  the  trees  until  they  should  reach  the  age  of  those  destroyed. 
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The  testimony  of  the  Government  established  this  cost  at  $12  per  acre,  which  amount 
was  awarded  by  the  jury .  This  case  is  of  especial  interest  because  it  is  the  first  instance 
in  which  the  United  States  has  demanded  and  received  the  cost  of  replanting  an  area 
burned  over  by  the  negligence  of  a  railway  company. 

Mining  Claim  Does  not  Permit  Saloon  Location— 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Field  Program  and  on  August  24  last,  Judge 
Dietrich,  of  the  district  of  Idaho,  has  announced  his  decision  on  the  demurrer  of  the 
defendants  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  against  Basil  Rizzinelli  and  Charles  Rizzi- 
nelli,  for  maintenance,  in  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  of  saloons  on  unperfected  mining  claims,  within  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
National  Forest.  In  this  decision  the  court  holds  that  the  location  of  a  mining  claim 
in  a  National  Forest  does  not  authorize  the  maintenance  thereon  of  saloons  or  any 
other  forms  of  business  not  properly  connected  with  the  development  of  the  mines 
and  in  violation  of  the  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for 
the  proper  protection  and  administration  of  the  National  Forests. 

Measure  of  Damage  in  Innocent  Timber  Trespass  Case- 
On  September  7,  1910^,  the  Attorney-General  advised  the  United  States  attorney 
for  the  district  of  Montana  that  the  measure  of  damages  in  an  innocent  timber  tres- 
pass is  the  value  of  the  timber  after  it  was  cut  at  the  place  where  it  was  cut,  follow- 
ing the  rule  laid  down  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  St.  Anthony  Railroad 
Company  (192  U.  S.,  524).  There  had  been  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  proper 
measure  of  damages  in  such  cases,  it  having  been  thought  that  the  Wooden-ware 
case  (106  U.  S.,  432)  established  the  measure  of  damages  in  such  cases  to  be  the 
stumpage  value  of  the  timber. 

As  to  Refunds  in  Supposed  Timber  Trespass  Cases— 

On  June  8,  1910,  Blake  Franklin,  esq.,  Assistant  to  the  Solicitor  at  Albuquerque, 
N.  Mex.,  advised  the  District  Forester  that  a  refund  could  not  be  legally  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the  act  of  March  4, 1907  (34  Stats.,  1256),  or  under 
any  other  statute,  of  moneys  deposited  in  the  Treasury  in  settlement  of  a  supposed 
timber  trespass  on  an  unperfected  homestead  entry  within  the  limits  of  a  National 
Forest  upon  it  being  later  discovered  that  the  timber  or  portion  of  it  was  lawfully 
cut.  Mr.  Franklin's  opinion  was  reviewed  by  the  solicitor  on  August  17,  1910,  and 
was  by  him  sustained.  On  September  8,  1910,  the  Forester  requested  the  Solici- 
tor to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  for  his  decision. 
The  submission  was  duly  made,  and  on  September  28  the  Comptroller  advised  the 
Secretary  that  there  is  no  authority  of  law  for  the  proposed  refund. 

Fire  Trespass  Case— Complaint  Filed— 

On  July  12, 1910,  complaint  was  filed  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  eighth  district  of  Colorado  against  the  Denver,  Northwestern  and  Pacific  Railway 
Company  to  recover  $5,440.04  damages  caused  by  fire  alleged  to  have  been  set  by 
sparks  from  the  company's  engines. 
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Arrested  for  Grazing  Trespass- 
Daring  the  latter  part  of  August  three  herders  in  the  employ  of  William  McKean 
were  arrested  for  willfully  driving  sheep  on  the  Black  Hills  National  Forest. 
One  of  the  herders  escaped;  the  other  two  were  bound  over  for  the  grand  jury  and 
admitted  to  bail.  Warrant  was  issued  for  the  herder  who  escaped,  and  steps  have 
been  taken  to  secure  his  removal  from  Wyoming. 

Grazing  Trespass  Case  Settled — 

Fifty  dollars  and  forty  cents  was  received  from  H.  S.  and  Frank  Crittenden,  the 
amount  of  damages  assessed  for  driving  cattle  in  excess  of  their  permit  on  the  Kansas 
National  Forest. 

United  States  v.  Joe  Calscarta— 

The  defendant  was  arrested  April  27,  1910,  for  unlawfully  driving  and  herding 
sheep  on  the  Weiser  National  Forest.  He  was  taken  before  United  States  Commis- 
sioner II.  J.  Devaney,  at  Cambridge,  on  April  28, 1910.  He  waived  examination  and 
was  held  to  await  the  action  of  the  United  States  district  court,  central  division. 
The  United  States  attorney  filed  an  information  against  the  defendant  September 
15,1910.  Defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $100. 

United  States  v.  Anestaria  Gabiala— 

The  defendant  was  arrested  April  27,  1910,  and  taken  before  United  States  Com- 
missioner H.  J.  Devaney,  at  Cambridge,  Idaho,  the  following  day,  charged  with 
unlawfully  herding  sheep  on  the  Weiser  National  Forest.  He  waived  examination 
and  was  held  to  await  the  action  of  the  United  States  district  court  for  the  central 
division.  The  United  States  attorney  filed  an  information  against  the  defendant 
September  15,  1910.  Defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $25. 

OPERATION 

Making  and  Posting  of  Signs- 
Forest  officers  should,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  see  that  suitable  signs  are  provided 
for  all  trails,  roads,  and  ranger  stations.  Signs  are  particularly  important  at  the 
forks  of  roads  and  trails,  and  should  indicate  directions  and  distances  to  other  points. 
Board  signs  lettered  black  on  a  white  background  have  been  found  generally  pref- 
erable. Stencils  can  be  used  advantageously  in  the  preparation  of  such  signs.  In 
some  cases  the  stencils  are  used  only  to  outline  the  letters  in  lead  pencil,  black  paint 
being  applied  after  the  stenpil  is  removed.  Stencils  and  index  fingers  for  use  in  the 
preparation  of  signs  may  be  secured  upon  requisition  from  the  Property  Clerk  at 
Ogden. 

No  Fountain  Pens  at  Ogden — 

Fountain  pens  will  no  longer  be  kept  in  stock  or  furnished  upon  requisition  by 
the  Property  Clerk  at  Ogden. 

Tin  or  Granite  Ware  for  Camp  Use— 

The  purchase  of  tableware  for  use  in  camp  or  in  the  field  should,  as  far  as  practicable, 
be  limited  to  articles  of  tin  or  granite  ware. 
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Omission  of  Initialing  on  Carbons  Sent  for  Information- 
Hereafter,  carbon  copies  of  signed  letters  sent  for  information  will  bear  no  initialing, 
but  will  be  duplicates  of  the  original  letters  and  not  of  the  file  carbons.    This  rule 
will  not  apply  to  carbons  of  letters  sent  by  the  District  Foresters  to  Washington  for 
signature,  which  should  be  initialed  for  the  files  of  the  Washington  office. 
Requests  for  Binding  Forest  Atlas  Folios- 
Supervisors  who  desire  one  copy  of  their  Forest  Atlas  Folio  bound  with  stiff  covers, 
to  be  used  as  an  office  record,  may  make  request  on  the  District  Forester,  who  will 
forward  the  requests  to  Washington.     It  will  not  be  necessary  to  send  folios.    These 
will  be  furnished  in  the  Washington  office,  will  be  bound  by  the  Public  Printer, 
arid  shipped  direct  to  the  supervisor. 

Correcting  Forest  Atlas  Folios 

The  first  edition  of  the  Forest  Atlas  Folios  is  practically  completed.  The  data  for 
some  of  the  folios  wore  excellent  and  will  not  require  revision  for  some  time.  In 
other  cases  the  data  were  inaccurate  and  have  been  corrected  by  Forest  officers  in 
the  field.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  a  supervisor,  sufficient  data  have  been 
collected  for,  and  the  needs  of  his  Forest  justify  a  new  edition  of  the  folio,  he  should 
arrange  to  send  to  the  Forester,  through  the  District  Forester,  the  corrections  and 
additions  to  the  sheets,  together  with  his  recommendations  on  the  following  points: 
(1)  What  contour  interval  should  be  used?  (2)  Should  alienations  be  shown  or  omit- 
ted? (3)  Should  mining  claims  be  shown  or  omitted?  (4)  How  many  folios  are 
needed  on  the  Forest? 

In  the  case  of  many  folios  it  will  be  necessary  to  print  only  a  few  corrected  sheets. 
Supervisors  should  use  their  judgment  and  not  request  the  publication  of  new  sheets 
where  the  corrections  are  unimportant  or  when  new  data  are  expected  soon  and 
more  corrections  can  be  made  by  delaying  the  publication.  If  the  supervisor  con- 
templates requesting  a  second  edition  of  his  folio  he  should  make  special  effort 
during  the  coming  field  season  to  collect  as  much  of  the  new  data  as  possible  and  issue 
instructions  to  his  rangers,  making  it  one  of  their  duties  to  correct  the  sheets  in  their 
Districts.  Corrections  should  be  plainly  made  with  Forest  Atlas  correction  ink  or 
with  red  ink.  The  correction  ink  is  five  parts  of  Pomeroy's  yellow  and  one  part  ol 
Carter's  crimson  writing  fluid,  and  is  furnished  by  the  Property  Clerk. 
Changes  in  Boundaries  and  Areas  of  National  Forests— 

Since  the  issuance  of  the  July  Field  Program  proclamations  have  been  signed 
changing  National  Forest  boundaries  as  follows: 

In  District  2  by  proclamation  signed  August  8,  0,075  acres  in  Wyoming  were  elimi- 
nated from  the  Hayden  Forest;  by  proclamation  signed  August  10,  51,024  acres  were 
eliminated  from  the  Pike  Forest,  and  42,340  acres  from  the  Leadville  Forest,  Colorado; 
by  proclamations  signed  August  15,  348,681  acres  were  eliminated  from  the  Monte- 
zuma,  18,810  acres  from  the  San  Juan,  64.849  acres  from  the  Rio  Grande,  and  18,550 
acres  were  transferred  from  the  Montezuma  to  the  San  Juan;  by  proclamation  signed 
August  24, 101,602  acres  were  eliminated  from  the  Routt  Forest,  and  by  proclamation 
signed  September  26,  2,561  acres  from  the  Arapaho. 

In  District  3  by  proclamation  signed  August  24,  23,966  acres  were  added  to  and 
68,415  acres  eliminated  from  the  Sitgreaves  National  Forest,  Arizona;  110,033  acres 
were  added  to  the  Carson  Forest,  New  Mexico,  and  26,880  acres  were  added  and  128,736 
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eliminated  from  the  Jemez  Forest,  New  Mexico.  By  proclamation  signed  September 
26,  400,911  acres  were  eliminated  from  the  Arkansas  National  Forest,  Arkansas;  7,040 
acres  from  the  Tonto,  Arizona;  52,940  acres  were  transferred  from  the  Crook  to  the 
Tonto;  4,480  acres  were  eliminated  from,  and  149,800  acres  added  to,  the  Crook  Forest 
from  the  public  domain,  together  with  an  increase  of  134,400  acres  by  transfer  from 
the  Apache  Forest.  Aside  from  this  transfer  to  the  Crook  area  the  Apache  was  further 
reduced  by  the  elimination  of  70,376  acres. 

In  District  4,  by  proclamations  signed  August  23, 10,880  acres  were  eliminated  and 
IS,330  acres  were  added  to  the  Kaibah  Forest,  Arizona.  By  proclamation  signed 
September  20,  5f»,6SO  acres  were  eliminated  and  27,409  acres  were  added  to  the  Powell 
National  Forest,  Utah. 

.In  District  5,  by  proclamations  signed  July  28,  the  boundaries  of  the  Ttvhoe  and  1'lu- 
mas  National  Forests,  California,  were  changed  and  the  Eldorado  Forest  was  estab- 
lished from  809,910  acres,  formerly  included  within  the  Tahoe  Forest,  and  an  addition 
of  31,701  acres  from  the  public  domain.  The  area  of  the  reduced  Tahoe  was  changed 
by  the  addition  of  125,761  acres,  the  elimination  of  8,678  acres,  and  the  transfer  to  the 
Plumas  Forest  of  19,485  acres.  Aside  from  this  transfer  the  additions  to  the  Plumas 
Forest  comprise  31,192  acres  and  the  elimination  of  1,920  acres. 

No  proclamations  were  signed  changing  the  boundaries  of  National  Forests  in 
Districts  1  and  6. 

To  date  the  total  area  eliminated  from  the  National  Forests  since  the  agreement 
between  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  3,600,285 
acres.  The  additions  made  amount  to  1,501,522  acres.  It  is  estimated  that  when 
the  process  of  reclassification  of  the  National  Forests  is  completed  the  total  elimina- 
tions will  amount  to  more  than  6,000,000  acres  and  the  total  additions  outside  the 
six  States  of  the  Northwest  to  slightly  more  than  3,000,000  acres. 

Distribution  of  Proclamations  and  Diagrams- 
Following  is  the  present  procedure  in  issuing  proclamations  and  diagrams:  One  hun- 
dred diagrams  with  proclamations  are  filed  in  the  Washington  office  of  the  Forest 
Service  and  the  same  number  are  forwarded  to  the  State  Department  and  to  the 
General  Land  Office.  One  hundred  also  are  forwarded  to  the  District  Forester  and 
the  same  number  to  the  supervisor  of  the  Forest  concerned.  Of  the  diagrams  without 
Droclamations  100  copies  are  retained  for  use  of  the  Washington  office  and  one-half 
the  balance  of  the  supply  printed  (amounting  to  either  100, 150,  or  200  copies,  accord- 
ing to  the  urgency  of  the  demand)  are  forwarded  to  the  District  Forester,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  supervisor.  In  case  the  supervisor's  supply  of  diagrams  becomes 
exhausted  he  is  expected  to  make  requisition  upon  the  District  Forester.  In  case 
the  supply  of  the  District  Forester  becomes  exhausted  and  additional  copies  of  the 
diagrams,  either  with  or  without  proclamations,  are  needed,  requisition  should  be 
made  upon  the  Forester. 

Supplies  of  Proclamations  and  Diagrams- 
Supervisors  needing  additional  copies  of  proclamations  or  of  National  Forest 
diagrams  should  requisition  them  from  the  District  Office.    The  District  offices 
will  maintain  a  supply  of  proclamations  and  diagrams,  submitting  requisitions  to 
the  Forester. 
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LANDS 

Procedure  in  Conduct  of  Claims  Cases- 
Interpretation  given  certain  paragraphs  of  the  Joint  Order  of  June  25, 1910,  of  Secre- 
taries Ballinger  and  Wilson,  in  reference  to  claims  contests,  in  the  field  conferences 
between  representatives  of  the  General  Land  Office,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and 
of  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor  and  the  Forest  Service,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Sep- 
tember 28, 1910: 
The  first  sentence  of  paragraph  1  is  as  follows: 

1.  Forest  Supervisors  will  submit  all  reports  made  by  Forest  officers  to  the  District 
Forester,  who,  when  satisfied  with  said  reports,  will  transmit  the  same  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture;  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will  forward  such  reports  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior. 

By  the  prevailing  practice,  when  the  report  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture is  deemed  to  be  favorable  to  the  claimant,  the  "report"  thereafter  submitted  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  in  the  form  of  a  brief  letter  stating  that  the  Forest 
Service  has  no  objection  to  the  issuance  of  patent.  This  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
Joint  Order,  which  requires  the  submission  of  all  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

The  second  sentence  of  paragraph  1  is  as  follows: 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  will  return  said  reports  to  the  proper 
Chief  of  Field  Division  for  notation  upon  his  records  and  for  his  approval  in  the  event 
he  finds  the  same  sufficient;  and  should  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  find  such  report 
insufficient  to  warrant  proceedings  to  hearing  or  the  taking  of  other  appropriate 
action,  he  will  return  the  same  with  endorsements,  asking  that  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  make  such  additional  investigation  as  may  be  necessary,  or  in  the  event 
he  deems  it  advisable  he  will  cause  an  agent  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  make  such 
additional  investigation. 

Under  this  when  a  Chief  of  Field  Division  finds  the  report  of  the  Forest  officer 
insufficient  to  warrant  adverse  proceedings,  he  may  communicate  directly  with  the 
District  officers  of  the  Forest  Service  and  thus  expeditiously  obtain  the  desired 
evidence. 

Paragraph  3  is  as  follows: 

3.  In  all  hearings  affecting  lands  or  claims  within  a  National  Forest,  the  Chief  of 
Field  Division  or  a  special  agent  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  District  Law 
Officer,  or  Assistant  District  Law  Officer,  will  be  entered  of  record  as  appearing  on 
behalf  of  the  Government.  The  Chief  of  Field  Division  or  special  agent  acting  as 
attorney  for  the  Government  in  any  such  case  will  control  the  Government's  side  of 
the  case  in  any  matter  as  to  which  counsel  are  unable  to  agree,  subject  to  any  direc- 
tion that  may  be  given  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  case  the 
matters  of  difference  are  of  such  importance  as  to  be  presented  to  him  for  action. 

This  establishes  the  relation  of  associate  counsel  between  the  Chiefs  of  Field  Divi- 
sion and  the  Assistants  to  the  Solicitor  in  claims  cases  affecting  National  Forest 
lands,  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  occupying  the  position  of  senior  counsel.  It  was 
suggested  in  this  connection  that  the  tune  for  the  Assistant  to  the  Solicitor  to  enter 
his  "appearance"  should  be  at  the  hearing,  since  it  would  be  impossible  in  some 
cases  to  know  before  that  time  which  one  of  the  Assistants  to  the  Solicitor  would  be 
able  to  be  present. 
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Paragraph  4  is  as  follows: 

4.  In  all  Government  cases  before  registers  and  receivers  involving  lands  or  claims 
within  a  National  Forest  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  and  the  District  Law  Officer 
shall  each  be  served  with  notice  of  all  motions,  orders,  and  decisions  required  to  be 
noticed  under  the  rules  in  cases  of  private  contests.  The  proper  law  officers  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  shall  also  have  a  right  of  appeal  from  any  decision  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  to  file  motion  for  review  hi  the  Depart- 
ment, or  take  other  like  action  in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  contestant;  and  shall 
receive  like  notices  of  proceedings  and  decisions. 

This  gives  the  Forest  Service  the  status  of  a  private  contestant  upon  whom,  and 
also  by  whom,  all  legal  papers  in  claims  contests  and  appeals  must  be  properly  served . 
It  also  imposes  on  the  local  land  officers  the  duty  of  furnishing  the  Assistants  to  the 
Solicitor  copies  of  all  orders  and  decisions.  It  was  decided  that  the  right  of  appeal, 
herein  accorded  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  was  applicable  only  to  decisions 
which  were  final  in  deciding  a  case  on  the  merits,  and  that  a  refusal  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office  to  order  a  hearing,  after  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
has  procured  all  the  evidence  available,  on  the  ground  that  the  report  submitted  is 
insufficient,  is  in  effect  a  decision  on  the  merits,  and  therefore  appealable. 

Conflict  of  Mining  Claim  with  a  June  11,  1906,  Application— 

(Circular  letter  of  September  16. 1910.) 

Where  land  covered  by  a  June  11  application  is  also  covered  by  a  mineral  appli- 
cation, the  June  11  application  should  be  suspended  until  the  claim  has  been  examined 
by  a  mining  expert,  a  report  made,  and  the  validity  of  the  mining  claim  passed  upon 
by  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  In  cases  in  which  a  mineral  application  has  not 
been  made,  and  in  which  existing  mining  locations  do  not  appear  to  hav«  been  made 
in  good  faith,  if  the  land  is  of  undoubted  agricultural  value  and  more  valuable  for 
agriculture  than  for  Forest  purposes,  the  applicant  should  be  informed  that  part  of 
the  land  is  covered  by  a  mineral  location,  and  that  the  listing  of  the  land  as  agricul- 
tural will  have  no  bearing  upon  the  determination  of  the  questions  which  may  arise 
in  a  contest  before  the  Interior  Department  between  mineral  and  agricultural  claim- 
ants; and  the  applicant  should  be  asked  whether,  under  these  circumstances,  he 
desires  to  exercise  his  homestead  right  on  the  land.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative, 
the  land  should  be  recommended  for  listing. 

Claims,  Relinquishment — 

(Circular  letter  of  August  3, 1910.) 

The  question  has  been  brought  up  recently  as  to  the  advisability  of  authorizing 
exceptions  to  the  provisions  of  Service  Order  40  in  instances  where  relinquishments 
of  entries  are  desired  which  cover  land  needed  for  ranger-station  purposes,  and  es- 
spccially  where  the  Forest  Service  expects  to  pay  the  claimant  for  the  improvements 
on  the  land. 

The  wording  of  the  service  order  allows  of  no  discretionary  exceptions  on  tho 
part  of  Forest  officers,  and  such  exceptions  can  only  be  made  with  the  approval  of 
the  Forester.  Therefore  when  an  exception  should  be  made  to  this  order,  recom- 
mendations should  be  submited  to  the  Forester  with  the  reasons  therefor  in  each 
specific  case. 


Disposition  of  Final-Proof  Notices— 

(Circular  letter  of  September  8, 1910.) 
The  instructions  contained  in  telegram  of  January  5,  1910,  in  the  following  words: 

Claims  procedure  changed  as  follows:  Take  no  action  whatever  on  proof  notices 
where  reports  are  favorable,  and  send  Forester  single  copy  favorable  report  with 
Secretary's  letter  of  transmittal.  Procedure  in  questionable  cases  unchanged. 

are  hereby  superseded  and  hereafter  supervisors  will  return  to  registers  and  receivers 
all  notices  of  final  proof  received  from  them. 

Where  no  adverse  facts  are  known  by  the  supervisor  at  the  time  as  a  basis  for 
protesting  the  issuance  of  final  certificate,  he  will  note  the  following  indorsement 
on  the  final-proof  notice: 

No  objection  at  this  time  to  issuance  of  final  certificate — right  in  law  to  future  con- 
test not  waived  should  facts  develop  warranting  charges;  report  submitted  [or  will  be 
submitted]  in  due  course  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Where  grounds  exist  for  protesting  issuance  of  final  certificate  the  notice  will  be 
returned  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  indorsed: 

Protest;  report  submitted  [or  will  be  submitted]  in  due  course  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture. 

When  the  notice  is  returned  to  the  Register  and  Receiver,  the  supervisor  will  file 

in  the  case  folder  a  record  of  the  notice  and  the  action  taken. 
(The  above  circular  is  amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph:) 
The  notices  must  in  each  case  be  returned  prior  to  the  date  advertised  for  the 

submission  of  final  proof.    In  the  report  submitted  reference  will  be  made  to  the 

notice  of  final  proof,  the  indorsement  made  and  the  date  thereof,  and  of  its  return  to 

the  Register  and  Receiver. 

Settlement:  Effect  of  Eliminations  upon  Lands  Listed — 

On  October  6,  hi  a  letter  to  J.  S.  Todd,  Whittier,  Cal.,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  rendered  the  following  decision: 

Referring  to  the  petition  signed  by  yourself  and  others,  requesting  that  the  lands 
listed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  under  your  application,  under  the  Act  of 
June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.,  233),  be  not  opened  at  this  time,  I  now  have  to  state  that 
inasmuch  as  the  lands  listed  upon  the  applications  of  the  following  named  applicants 
are  within  an  area  which  has  been  eliminated  from  the  National  Forest  area  by 
Presidential  proclamation  of  July  1 ,  1910,  the  lands  so  listed  will  not  be  restored  to 
entry  under  the  Act  of  June  11,  1906,  for  the  reason  that  they  will,  after  due  publi- 
cation, be  opened  to  entry  under  the  various  public  land  laws.  *  *  * 

The  dates  for  the  opening  of  the  said  lands  to  settlement  and  entry,  respectively, 
have  not  as  yet  been  set,  but  they  will  be  opened  to  settlement  30  days  prior  to  the 
date  on  which  entries  may  be  made  thereof.  In  view,  however,  of  the  fact  that  the 
lands  above  described  were  listed  with  this  Department  and  are  a  matter  of  record, 
the  applicants  will,  hi  accordance  with  the  decision  of  this  Office  dated  November 
28,  1908,  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  at  Durango,  Colorado,  be  allowed  a  preference 
right  of  entry  of  the  lands  so  listed.  Such  applications  should,  however,  be  filed  in 
the  local  land  office  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  lands  will  become  open  to  entry 
under  the  various  public  land  laws.

Drafts  of  letters  submitted  to  the  Forester  proposing  to  list  for  an  applicant  under 
the  act  of  June  11, 1906,  a  smaller  area  than  was  applied  for  should  be  accompanied 
by  an  explanation  as  to  why  such  reduced  area  is  recommended,  together  with  a 
statement  that  the  applicant  accepts  the  findings  of  the  examiner  and  wishes  to  enter 
the  tract  recommended  for  listing.

Hereafter,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1911,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and 
thereafter,  provided  Congress  shall  made  the  necessary  appropriation  or  authorize 
the  payment  thereof,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  pay  the  following  rewards: 

First.  Not  exceeding  $250,  and  not  less  than  $50,  for  information  leading  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person,  in  any  United  States  court,  on  the  charge  of 
willfully  and  maliciously  setting  on  fire,  or  causing  to  be  set  on  fire,  any  timber,  under- 
brush, or  grass  upon  the  lands  of  the  United  States  within  a  National  Forest. 

Second.  Not  exceeding  $100,  and  not  less  than  $25,  for  information  leading  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person,  in  any  United  States  court,  on  the  charge  of 
building  a  fire  on  lands  of  the  United  States  within  a  National  Forest,  in  or  near  any 
forest  timber  or  other  inflammable  material,  and  leaving  said  fire  before  the  same  has 
been  totally  extinguished. 

Third.  All  officers  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  barred  from 
receiving  reward  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person 
or  persons  committing  either  of  the  above  offenses. 

Fourth.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  payment  of 
any  claim  for  reward  when,  in  its  opinion,  there  has  been  collusion  or  improper 
methods  have  been  used  to  secure  the  arrest  and  conviction  thereunder,  and  lo 
allow  only  one  reward  where  several  persons  have  been  convicted  of  the  same  orTonsr 
or  where  one  person  has  been  convicted  of  several  offenses,  unless  the  circumstances 
entitle  the  claimant  to  a  reward  on  each  such  conviction. 

These  rewards  will  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  giving  the  information  leading 
to  such  arrests  and  convictions  upon  presentation  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
of  satisfactory  documentary  evidence  thereof,  subject  to  the  necessary  appropriation, 
as  aforesaid,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Applications  for  reward,  made  in  pursuance  of  this  notice,  should  be  forwarded  to 
the  Forester,  Washington,  D.  C.;  but  a  claim  will  not  be  entertained  unless  presented 
within  three  months  from  the  date  of  conviction  of  an  offender. 

In  order  that  all  claimants  for  reward  may  have  an  opportunity  to  present  their 
claims  within  the  prescribed  limit,  the  Department  will  not  take  action  for  three 
months  from  date  of  conviction  of  an  offender.

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  to  forest 
officers,  and  will  therefore  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file  for 
reference. 

LAW. 

OFFICE    OF    THE    SOLICITOR. 

Law  Cases  in  District  1 — 

On  July  9,  1912,  George  Robinsor.  was  indicted  in  the  district  court 
of  the  United  States  for  the  district  of  Minnesota  for  willful  injury  to 
a  Government  telephone  line.  He  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was 
sentenced  to  10  days'  imprisonment.  The  judge  administered  a  severe 
reprimand  and  stated  he  would  have  imposed  a  sentence  of  six  months 
if  the  defendant  had  not  already  spent  approximately  that  length  of 
time  in  jail  awaiting  trial. 

On  September  5,  1912,  in  the  cases  of  the  United  States  v.  Wm.  D. 
Nelson,  Arthur  J.  Kulp,  and  John  E.  deary,  the  United  States  district 
court  for  the  district  of  Idaho  overruled  defendants'  demurrers  to 
iridictments  for  perjury.  The  indictments  charged  that  the  defendants 
had  applied  to  enter  certain  lands  upon  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Forest  and 
had  filed  with  their  applications  affidavits  containing  false  and  fraudu- 
lent statements  with  regard  to  settlement  and  residence.  The  indict- 
ments each  contained  two  counts,  one  charging  an  offense  under  section 
5  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1857  (11  Stat.,  250),  and  the  other  perjury 
under  the  Penal  Code  of  March  4,  1909.  The  court  held  that  the  act 
oi  1857  had  been  repealed  by  the  revision  of  the  United  States  statutes 
in  1873,  but  that  the  indictments  were  good  under  section  125  of  the 
Penal  Code. 

Law  Cases  in  District  3 — 

On  preliminary  hearing  before  the  United  States  commissioner  Fran- 
cisco Arballo  was  held  for  the  grand  jury  under  bond  of  $500  for  graz- 
ing trespass  on  the  Coronado  National  Forest ;  Juan  Espinoza  waived 
preliminary  hearing  and  was  held  for  the  grand  jury  under  bond  of 
$100  for  grazing  trespass  on  the  Crook  National  Forest,  the  civil  suit 
being  settled  for  $78.85,  the  value  of  the  forage  consumed ;  on  pre- 
liminary hearing  before  the  United  States  Commissioner  Looch  Jones 
and  Ira  Corder  were  held  for  the  grand  jury  under  bond  of  $250  each 
for  fire  trespass  on  the  Arkansas  National  Forest. 

Suit  for  timber  trespass  on  the  Alamo  National  Forest  was  brought 
against  J.  H.  McRae  and  R.  A.  Barrett  to  recover  $1,200,  the  value  ot 
the  timber  on  a  willful  basis ;  and  for  timber  trespass  on  the  Florida 
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National  Forest  against  D.  P.  McKenzie  and  the  Consolidated  Land  & 
Lumber  Co.,  to  recover  $600,  the  value  of  the  timber  on  a  willful 
basis. 

Judgment  for  $169.55  against  W.  F.  Montgomery,  grazing  trespass 
on  the  Alamo  National  Forest,  was  satisfied. 

Law  Cases  in  District  4 — 

A  bill  in  equity  has  been  filed  in  the  United  States  district  court  for 
Utah  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  Utah  Light  &  Railway 
Co.  from  further  occupancy,  without  a  permit,  of  lands  within  the 
Wasatch  National  Forest. 

The  following  cases  of  grazing  trespass  have  been  settled  by  pay- 
ment of  damages  and  costs  :  C.  W.  Barker,  Wasatch  National  Forest, 
$26.25  actual,  $50  punitive,  and  $16.79  costs — total,  $93.04  ;  Harvey 
Knowles,  Weiser  National  Forest,  $83.30  actual  and  $8.10  costs — total, 
$91.40 ;  F.  C.  Meacham,  Minidoka  National  Forest,  $7.50  actual,  $12.50 
punitive,  and  $2.95  costs — total,  $22.95. 
Law  Cases  in  District  5 — 

The  suit  filed  in  the  State  court  against  Robert  W.  Ayres,  super- 
visor of  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest,  to  restrain  collection  of  graz- 
ing fees  on  lands  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  under  the  swamp  and  over- 
flow act,  was  removed  to  the  Federal  district  court,  northern  district 
of  California,  on  August  2,  1912,  on  petition  of  the  Government. 

On  August  3,  1912,  D.  Ohtart  and  L.  Lopeteguy  were  bound  over  to 
the  grand  jury  under  $500  bond  each,  by  the  United  States  commis- 
sioner at  Fresno,  Cal.,  for  unlawfully  grazing  sheep  on  the  Kern 
National  Forest. 

Suit   was   filed   against   the  Blue   Channel   Mining   Co.   for   willfully 
removing  timber  from  a  placer  claim  within  the  Tahoe  National  Forest. 
On  September  19,  1912,  the  president  of  the  company  settled  the  case 
by  the  payment  of  $101.32,  together  with  $37.25  costs. 
Law  Case  in  District  6 — 

In  the  United  States  district  court  for  Oregon  in  the  case  against 
II.  B.  Healey,  grazing  trespass  on  the  Wallowa  National  Forest,  set- 
tlement was  made  for  $224  actual  damages  and  $16.30  punitive 
damages,  the  latter  amount  representing  the  costs. 

OPERATION. 

Photoprint  Album  of  Forest  Activities — 

An  album  of  photoprints  illustrating  the  various  activities  of  the 
Forest  Service  has  been  sent  to  each  forest  supervisor  from  the  Office 
of  Geography.  The  preparation  of  these  albums  has  required  two  years, 
since  the  work  was  done  only  at  such  times  when  it  would  not  inter- 
fere with  other  official  work.  If  for  any  reason  a  supervisor  or  district 
office  has  not  received  a  copy  of  this  album,  the  Forester  should  be 
notified  immediately. 
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Settlement:  Relative  to  Listing  Areas  in  Excess  of  160  Acres — 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Forester  that  there  has  been  a 
variance  in  the  practice  among  district  foresters  when  application  under 
the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  is  made  for  surveyed  lands  including  irregu- 
lar lots  aggregating  more  than  160  acres.  The  rule  is  that  an  area  in 
excess  of  160  acres  may  be  allowed  where  the  excess  is  less  than  the 
deficiency  would  be  if  the  smallest  legal  subdivision  were  eliminated. 
A  copy  of  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
dated  February  20,  1909,  holding  that  this  rule  applied  to  entries  under 
the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  except  in  cases  where  the  entries  are  made 
by  metes  and  bounds,  was  inclosed  with  settlement  circular  letter  to 
district  foresters  of  July  29,  1912. 
Settlement:  Notice  to  Applicants  Relative  to  Review  or  Reexamination — 

An  extract  from  the  Manual  has  been  printed,  copies  of  which  may 
be  secured  from  the  property  clerk,  relative  to  the  procedure  in  case 
an  applicant  desires  a  review  of  the  district  forester's  decision  in  re- 
jecting his  application  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906.  This  sheet 
should  accompany  letters  of  rejection  to  applicants  and  be  sent  to 
those  making  inquiry  concerning  the  procedure  in  this  respect.  (See 
Settlement  circular  letter  of  Aug.  9,  1912.) 
Settlement:  Accumulation  of  Listing  Letters — 

[Circular  letter  of  Aug.   28,   1912.] 

The  practice  seems  to  prevail  in  some  districts  of  holding  back  list- 
ing letters  until  a  number  of  cases  have  accumulated  before  forward- 
ing them  to  this  office.  This  results  not  only  in  delaying  the  appli- 
cants' entry  of  the  land  but  causes  congestion  of  work  in  the  Wash- 
ington office  and  the  General  Land  Office.  These  letters  should  be 
prepared  and  the  cases  promptly  forwarded  as  soon  as  complete  report 
is  received  and  the  area  to  be  recommended  for  listing  has  been  de- 
termined. 
Settlement:  Reports  on  Form  110 — 

[Circular  letter  of  Aug.   30,   1912.] 

Hereafter  when  reports  on  the  old  Form  110  are  forwarded  please 
see  that  all  the  information  required  by  the  present  form  is  included. 
When  the  old  outline  is  used  it  frequently  happens  that  important 
questions,  such  as  whether  or  not  an  exception  for  a  roadway  is  nec- 
essary, are  not  answered.  This  necessitates  further  correspondence  and 
greatly  retards  final  action. 
Settlement:  Separate  Letters  Transmitting  Telephone  Right-of-V/ay 

Tracings  and  Field  Notes —  • 

[Circular  letter  of  Sept.   7,   1912.] 

Hereafter  when  it  is  necessary  to  reserve  a  right  of  way  for  a  tele- 
phone line  over  a  tract  listed  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  please 
prepare  a  separate  letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 
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transmitting  the  tracings  and  field  notes  describing  the  right  of  way 
instead  of  inclosing  them  with  the  listing  letter.  Reference,  however, 
should  be  made  in  each  letter  to  the  other. 

The  General  Land  Office  has  informally  requested  that  this  be  done 
since  the  opening  to  entry  of  the  lists  is  handled  by  one  division  and  the 
notation  of  the  rights  of  way  by  another  division.  Separate  letters  will, 
therefore,  be  a  great  convenience  to  them  in  the  handling  of  these  cases. 
Settlement:  Blue  Prints  to  Accompany  Listing  Letters — 
[Circular  letter  of  Sept.  17,  1912.] 

Whenever  a  tract  of  land  is  listed  by  metes  and  bounds  and  a  strip 
is  excepted  from  the  listing,  the  courses  and  distances  of  said  strip 
should  be  shown  on  the  same  blue  print  as  the  area  to  be  listed.  Sev- 
eral of  the  districts  have  been  making  separate  blue  prints  showing  the 
excepted  strip  and  sending  for  transmission  to  the  Interior  Department 
four  blue  prints.  This  seems  to  be  unnecessary,  since  one  map  will 
serve  the  purpose  of  showing  the  boundary  of  the  listed  tract  as  well 
as  the  roadway  exception,  and  two  blue  prints  thereof  will  be  sufficient 
for  the  Interior  Department. 
Settlement:  Manual  Amendment,  Free-Use  Permits  to  Applicants — 

An  amendment  to  page  41  of  the  Manual  has  been  prepared  and  is 
pending  the  approval  of  the  Solicitor,  providing  for  the  issuance  of 
special-use  permits  to  applicants  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906, 
effective  until  the  lands  are  opened  to  entry.  Heretofore  such  permits 
terminated  upon  the  listing  of  the  lands  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior.  This  amendment  is  made  in  view  of  the  provision  in  the 
current  appropriation  act  that  "  no  lands  listed  under  the  act  of  June 
11,  1906,  shall  pass  from  the  lorest  until  patent  issues." 
Settlement:  Mineral  Examinations  of  Tracts  Applied  for — 

In  the  case — L,  Wenatchee,  Settlement,  Monahan  H.  98: — the  Acting 
Forester  on  September  17,  1912,  referred  to  the  paragraph  on  page  38 
of  the  Claims  Manual  under  the  caption  "Applications  in  conflict  with 
mineral  locations,"  and  also  to  the  paragraph  on  page  46  of  that  Manual 
under  the  caption  "Applications  in  conflict  with  mineral  locations,"  and 
held  that  the  paragraph  on  page  38  is  intended  for  the  guidance  of  the 
examiner  in  the  field,  and  that  the  paragraph  on  page  46  is  intended 
for  the  guidance  of  the  district  forester  when  the  report  of  the  exam- 
iner reaches  him,  and  that,  if  from  that  report  he  has  any  doubt  as  to 
the  advisability  of  recommending  the  listing  of  a  tract  because  he  has 
reason  to  believe  that  the  land  may  be  more  valuable  for  mining  than 
i'or  agriculture,  it  is  believed  that  the  instructions  on  page  46  of  the 
Manual  are  broad  enough  to  justify  him  in  causing  the  tract  to  be 
examined  by  a  mineral  examiner  or  some  other  qualified  forest  officer, 
and  that  the  amendment  of  the  Manual  to  that  effect  is  unnecessary. 
He  also  held  that  if  after  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  mineral  examiner 
or  otherwise  the  tract  is  recommended  for  listing,  there  would  be  no  objec- 
tion to  the  district  forester  notifying  the  mineral  locator  of  that  action. 
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Claims:   Manual  Amendment,  Examination  of  June  11  Entries — 

Amendment  No.  136  to  the  Manual  is  now  in  print,  and  copies  may 
be  secured  from  the  property  clerk  at  Ogden.  This  amendment  elimi- 
nates indorsement  (e)  on  page  15,  and  also  the  third  paragraph  on 
page  16,  thereby  removing  the  distinction  which  previously  existed  with 
reference  to  the  examination  of  entries  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1900, 
and  those  made  under  the  homestead  laws.  (Applicable  only  to  lands 
listed  since  August  10,  1912.) 
Claims :  Manual  Amendment  139,  Final  Proof  Notice  Indorsements — 

The  following  amendment  to  the  Manual  has  been  approved  and  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  : 

Claims. — Since  it  is  desirable  that  the  procedure  of  the  Forest  Service

LAW. 

OFFICE   OF  THE  SOLICITOR. 

Law  Cases  in  District  1— 

United  States  v.  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Co.:  On  June  14,  1913,  a 
decree  was  entered  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  district  of  Idaho  direct- 
ing the  defendant  to  execute  and  file  a  stipulation  for  the  protection  of  the  Coeur 
d'Alene  National  Forest,  conditioned,  however,  upon  the  approval  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  of  the  defendant's  map  of  definite  location.  The  decree  also  ordered 
the  defendant  to  pay  to  the  United  States  its  damages  and  costs.  This  was  a  suit 
brought  to  enforce  the  specific  performance  of  an  agreement  executed  by  an  agent  of 
the  defendant,  whereby  in  consideration  of  its  being  allowed  to  construct  its  road 
across  the  Coeur  d'Alene  National  Forest  in  advance  of  the  approval  of  its  right  of  way 
map,  the  company  bound  itself  to  execute  and  file  a  stipulation  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Forester.  The  bill  of  complaint  also  contained  a  prayer  for  damages.  On  April  1; 
1913,  the  court  rendered  a  decision,  holding  for  the  United  States,  on  the  equities  of 
the  bill,  and  on  May  21, 1913,  it  rendered  a  supplemental  decision  which  contained  a 
finding  that  the  United  States  was  entitled  to  recover  damages  as  follows:  $26,989  for 
timber  cut  upon  the  right  of  way  and  adjoining  lands;  $12,000  for  mature  timber  de- 
stroyed by  fire;  $24,000  for  young  and  immature  timber  burned,  and  $5,500  for  dam- 
ages to  the  navigability  of  the  St.  Joe  River,  which  the  defendant  had  obstructed  with 
rocks,  gravel,  and  other  debris.  This  is  believed  to  be  "the  first  case  in  which  the 
court,  in  its  written  opinion,  awarded  damages  to  the  United  States  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  young  and  immature  timber  having  no  market  value. 

United  States  v.  John  Hamburg:  Suit  for  $840  for  damages  by  fire  to  merchantable 
timber,  and  cost  of  fighting  fire,  caused  by  Hamburg  negligently  allowing  a  fire  to 
escape  from  his  land  upon  adjoining  National  Forest  land.  The  case  was  tried  June  2, 
1913,  and  a  verdict  returned  by  the  jury  for  $350  damages  and  costs.  During  the  trial 
the  defendant  objected  to  the  introduction  of  evidence  on  the  cost  of  extinguishing 
the  fire  on  the  lands  of  the  United  States,  and  the  objection  was  overruled,  the  court 
holding  that  the  Government  was  entitled  to  recover  this  cost  as  a  part  of  its  damages. 

United  States  v.  Arthur  J.  Kulp,  John  E.  Cleary,  and  Wm.  D.  Nelson:  Criminal 
prosecution  for  perjury  for  filing  false  affidavits  with  their  homestead  applications  for 
1  and  within  the  National  Forest.  The  Kulp  and  Cleary  cases  were  tried  in  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  the  district  of  Idaho,  May  28,  29,  and  31,  and  resulted  in  ver- 
dicts of  acquittal.  The  Nelson  case  was  thereupon  dismissed.  In  the  Cleary  case  the 
judge  instructed  the  jury  that  they  should  not  consider  as  a  valid  defense  the  defend- 
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ant's  testimony  that  he  did  not  know  the  contents  of  the  instrument,  that  if  he  pre- 
sented it  to  a  public  officer  and  was  sworn  as  to  the  truth  of  the  contents,  he  should 
be  bound  by  the  statements  contained  in  the  affidavit. 

United  States  v.  Addie  Thompson:  Civil  suit  for  $51.60  for  grazing  trespass.  Case 
was  set  for  trial  at  June  term  of  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Montana 
and  settled  by  defendant  before  trial  for  amount  asked  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  W.  W.  Ferrell:  Suit  to  enjoin  defendant  from  interfering  with  the 
occupancy  and  use  of  the  North  Fork  Ranger  Station  at  Avery,  Idaho.  The  defend- 
ant claimed  title  by  virtue  of  a  mining  claim,  located  subsequently  to  the  withdrawal 
for  administrative  purposes.  On  June  9, 1913,  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  district  of  Idaho  granted  a  temporary  restraining  order  enjoining  the  defend- 
ant from  interfering  with  the  occupancy  and  use  of  the  said  ranger  station  and  ingress 
and  egress  thereto,  during  the  pendency  of  the  suit. 

Law  Cases  in  District  2— 

On  May  21, 1913,  S.  J.  Dixon  pleaded  guilty  in  the  United  States  District  Court  at 
Deadwood,  upon  an  information  charging  the  unlawful  grazing  of  horses  upon  the 
Harney  National  Forest  and  a  fine  of  825  was  imposed. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  C.  C.  Fliniau,  involving  the  unlawful  grazing  of 
cattle  upon  the  Routt  National  Forest,  was  tried  before  a  jury  in  the  United  States, 
District  Court  at  Denver  on  June  19, 1913,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  acquittal. 

The  citation  of  Andrew  Norell,  charged  with  contempt  for  violating  an  order  of  in- 
junction issued  out  of  the  United  States  District  Court  at  Denver,  by  grazing  cattle 
without  a  permit  upon  the  Routt  and  Arapaho  National  Forests,  was  heard  by  the 
court  on  April  29,  and  the  order  to  show  cause  why  the  defendant  should  not  be  pun- 
ished as  for  contempt  was  dismissed. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  W.  E.  Taylor,  filed  in  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court  for  Wyoming,  in  which  damages  in  the  sum  of  1274.35  were  sought  on 
account  of  the  unlawful  grazing  of  cattle  on  the  Bighorn  National  Forest,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  May  31, 1913,  recommended  to  the  Attorney  General  that  the 
compromise  offer  of  $120.45  be  accepted. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Goemmer  and  Goemmer,  a  suit  filed  in  the  United 
States  district  court  at  Denver,  Colo.,  asking  the  cancellation  of  a  patent  for  timber 
and  stone  lands  upon  the  ground  that  the  land  was  most  valuable  for  coal,  was 
settled  and  dismissed  June  14,  1913,  upon  the  reconveyance  to  the  United  States  of 
the  coal  which  might  be  found  in  the  land. 

Indictments  were  returned  at  the  May  term  of  the  United  States  district  court  at 
Deadwood,  S.  Dak.,  against  Frank  Corns,  James  Riley,  Amos  and  Thomas  Smith, 
and  John  H.  Woodford  upon  the  charge  of  leaving  fires  burning  unattended  near  Na- 
tional Forest  land.  The  defendants  were  arrested  and  released  on  bonds  given  to 
insure  their  appearance  at  the  September  term  of  court. 

The  fire  trespass  of  the  Lanphere-Hinrichs  Co.  upon  the  Black  Hills  National 
Forest,  which  resulted  in  damages  of  $3,469.72  to  the  United  States,  was  settled  by 
the  tender  of  $3,000  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  May 
14, 1913,  that  the  sum  be  accepted.

In  the  case  of  United  States  v.  A.  S.  Lavenson  et  al.,  involving  suit  to  set  aside 
patent  to  six  mineral  claims  known  as  the  Clear  Water  Lodes  on  the  Nooksack  River 
within  the  Washington  National  Forest,  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the 
Western  District  of  Washington  on  June  14,  1913,  declared  the  patents  invalid. 

United  States  v.  Dock  F.  South,  fire  trespass,  Deschutes  National  Forest.  De- 
fendant in  this  case  was  arraigned  April  7  before  the  United  States  District  Court 
for  the  District  of  Oregon,  plead  guilty,  and  was  fined  $10  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  W.  C.  Culp,  C.  Eagles,  D.  Baker,  and  C.  T.  McCall,  fire  trespass, 
Deschutes  National  Forest.  Judgment  rendered  March  26  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  Oregon  for  $10  each,  without  costs,  the  defendants  entering  a  plea 
of  guilty. 

United  States  v.  H.  B.  Smith,  fire  trespass,  Wenatchee  National  Forest.  Case 
settled  February  14  on  the  payment  of  $75  in  compromise  of  suit  involving  $207.75. 

OPERATION. 

Standard  Color  Tints  and  Crayons— 

The  standard  color  tints  and  crayons  used  in  forest  mapping  are  described  in  the 
Instructions  for  Making  Forest  Surveys  and  Maps,  and  its  supplement.  The  tints 
are  prepared  from  standard  inks  that  will  be  furnished  by  the  property  clerk  at 
Ogden  upon  requisition.  The  property  clerk  exercises  the  greatest  care  in  pur- 
chasing only  such  inks  as  conform  to  these  standards,  but  frequently  he  receives 
requisitions  from  forest  officers  asking  for  inks  which  are  not  standard  colors.  Forest 
officers  are  cautioned  that  the  use  of  any  inks  which  are  not  adopted  as  standard 
will  lead  to  confusion,  and  the  property  clerk  will  not  furnish  them  unless  it  is  made 
clear  upon  the  requisition  that  nonstandafcd  inks  are  to  be  used  upon  special  maps 
of  such  a  nature  that  the  standard  inks  can  hot  be  used,  and  that  they  have  received 
proper  authority  to  depart  from  the  standard. 
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SILVICULTURE. 
Cooperation  in  Securing  Commercial  and  Botanical  Range  Data— 

The  extension  of  our  present  knowledge  of  the  range  and  habit  of  native  trees  is 
largely  dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  all  members  of  the  Service  in  securing 
field  notes  on  the  botanical  and  commercial  distribution  of  North  American  trees. 
This  cooperation  must  be  voluntary  in  character  or  form  only  a  minor  part  of  assigned 
field  work,  yet  a  great  deal  of  information  can  be  secured  in  this  way,  useful  both  to 
the  men  in  the  field  and  to  the  Forest  Service  as  a  whole.  While  in  the  field,  members 
of  the  Service  often  come  across  trees  not  common  in  the  forest  characteristic  of  the 
region  and  of  whose  botanical  identification  they  are  not  certain.  If  in  all  such 
cases  the  field  man  will  secure  specimens  of  mature  foliage  and  if  possible  of  flowers 
and  fruits,  and  send  them  to  the  Forester  accompanied  by  accurate  field  notes,  the 
specimens  will  be  identified  by  the  Washington  office  and  the  man  in  the  field 
promptly  informed.  Such  cooperation  must  necessarily  increase  the  acquaintance 
of  the  field  men  with  the  forest  flora  and  add  to  our  general  knowledge  of  the  range 
of  species. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  such  range  data,  Form  No.  767-s  has  been 
revised,  with  the  view  of  making  it  suitable  for  the  use  of  those  who  are  to  collect 
commercial  and  botanical  range  notes  in  the  field.  It  is  in  the  form  of  an  herbarium 
label,  but  includes  spaces  for  describing  the  occurrence  of  the  species.  It  is  printed 
in  notebooks  of  100  pages  perforated  into  two  parts,  one  of  which  is  to  be  torn  out 
and  attached  as  a  label  to  the  herbarium  specimen,  the  other  remaining  in  the  note- 
books as  a  stub  record.  Unless  the  herbarium  specimens  are  accompanied  by  full 
notes  as  to  the  exact  locality,  altitude,  occurrence,  associated  species,  and  so  on, 
they  will  not  prove  of  great  assistance  in  securing  definite  information  on  commercial 
and  botanical  distribution.  It  is  therefore  essential  that  all  of  the  spaces  provided 
in  the  form  be  carefully  filled  out  in  the  field.  For  the  proper  identification  of  the 
specimens  the  material  must  be  carefully  selected;  and,  as  many  species  can  not  be 
identified  by  foliage  alone,  flowers  and  fruits  must  be  secured  whenever  possible. 
Specimens  can  be  shipped  in  boxes,  paper,  or  any  other  package  most  convenient 
to  the  field  men. 

As  range  data  are  compiled  in  the  form  of  maps  available  for  use  by  all  the  members 
of  the  Forest  Service,  it  is  essential  that  all  field  men  cooperate  as  far  as  they  can 
in  securing  notes  on  distribution.
